ever induced to review this rough Draught, and to proceed through thq 
other Stalls in a more deliberate Method : For he judges ſuch dry Notices, 
as are herein contained, not only fatiguing ro moſt Readers; bur to ſpeak 
the whole Truth, the Coſt of engraving the Plates remaining in all the 
Stalls, and the Working them off at a Prefs of a different Nature from 
that which prints the Text or Contents, would have been too chargeable

Which Catalogues themſelves, being very incomplete and unaccurate, 
do, in ſome Sort, ſhew the Neceſſity of ſuch an Undertaking. 
It will be ſoon evident, that not only new Materials are to be provi- 
ded, but much Rubbiſh muſt firſt be removed, even from the Ruins of 
is Hiſtory. Dr. Heylin, indeed, acquaints us, that he had (as he ex- 
prefles it) clear'd up and perfected the Caral of the Knights of this 
Order. The Pains he took to ſettle the Perſons of ſome of them, are 
ſo commendable, that tis to be lamented he did not proceed in farther 
quiries of the ſame Nature. Mr. Aſemole, making due Uſe of this, 
and ſeveral other Aſſiſtances, hath preſented us with the beſt * Nomen- 
lator of them hitherto extant, with Numbers prefix'd to their Names, 
which are quoted in that Series throughout this Eſſay: However, tis cer- 
tain, ſome Knights of the Garter are not only omitted out of it, but 
others inſerted who could not be of this Order; (which is not ſaid with an in- 


ent to dettact, in any Degree, from the Deſerts and Merit of that moſt 


rorthy Herald, whoſe Hiſtory of the Ceremonial and legal Parts of this Order, 
vill be a laſting Monument of his Induſtry, and can never be ſufficiently 
praiſed, in ce to thoſe two Points to which he chiefly confined 
himſelf; but after this Harveſt in them, there remain Gleanings enough

ment from the real Value of his Labours, or any Ingratitude to his Me- 
mory, to ſhew, that there are Defects of other Natures in his Catalogue, 9 
which are not only by placing the Elections of ſome Knights under the 1 
Reign of one King, when, tis evident, they muſt have been elected un- 
der another; but the very Perſons of ſome Knights are miſtaken therein; 
and that no Method of Seniority of Elections is obſerved, till the Reign 
of Hen. V. where the Black-book or Regiſter of the Order begins, and that 
there are Deficiencies in it even after that Time in this Point. 

Tis poſſible theſe Aſſertions may be thought very bold, and therefore 
Indulgence is craved for producing ſome few Inſtances in each Kind, for 
it would be a foreſtalling of the Hiſtory, to croud in all the Errors into 
this Introduction. | 

One may obſerve Faults in the Books of learned Men, and yer retain 
a profound Admiration of their Perſons and Labours; and the Collector 
hopes, that he hath behav d himſelf with good Manners, and a Decency 
and Reſpect to ſuch Authors from whom he differs in Opinion: His In- 
tention being to propoſe Arguments, and to produce his Vouchers for his 
Diſſent, in ſo tender a Manner, as he ſhould rejoice to receive the Reta- 3B 
liation of the ſame Treatment in his Life-time, in the Rectifying ſuch} 3 
Errors as by Chance and Inadvertency he may have committed. 1 
As the Proofs of theſe different Kinds of Defects and Miſtakes in the 
Catalogues are produced, an Opportunity will be induſtriouſly taken to 
ſhew the Nature, and the Time of the Compilement of the Regiſters 
which now remain, and the Authority of them; as likewiſe to intimate 
what Books and Inſtruments are now miſſing, and to point out what 
Materials may in all probability be found in ſeveral publick Offices; which

| The moſt Royal Founder, for the Advancement of the Honour of this 
Society, took Care to exempt it from the Rules of the Common 
Law, and of all other Juriſdictions; and to guard and ſecure this Indepen- 
dency, inſtituted a Seal peculiar for the Service of the Order, under which 
all the Proceedings relating to it were to be tranſacted, and to receive 
their Sanction; a Policy very conducive to its Grandeur: But from thence 
it hath happened, that few Entries about the Garter are to be met with 
in the Records paſs d under the Great Seal of the Kingdom, which are 
by Way of hiſtorical Recitals only, and by Chance, interwoven with State-

of Time: And our victorious Henry V, the great Reſtorer of the Honour 
of this Order, having erected the Office of Garter King of Arms for the 
weighty Purpoſes recited in the © Inſtrument upon that Inſtitution, it is 
very reaſonable to believe, that the Perſons who, with the greateſt Abili- 
ties, worthily filled that Employment for ſome Succeſſions, did, according 
to their Duties, keep regular Annals and Memorials of all the Tranſa- 
ctions. And indeed it appears that this Officer, as low as in the! Reign 
f Henry VIII, repoſited the Narrative of the Aﬀs (as the Expreſſion is) 
among his Records in his Tower at Windſor; which very Place hath been 
lately uncovered of its Lead, and lies at this Time in Ruins. And in 
the Reign of Queen Elizabeth there were Books, as they are called, He- 
reditary to that Office; but no Collections of this Nature came down to 
the Loyal 4 Sir Edward Walker Garter; fo that all theſe are periſhed, or 
remain undiſcovered in private Cloſets; and in truth, the Editor hath 
peruſed the Proceedings in the ſeveral Chapters while Sir Gilbert Dethict 
executed this Employment, which are handſomely wrote on Vellom, now 
in the Library of a very worthy and learned Gentleman. 
| Another Misfortune hath happened, in that the Crown did not for- 
merly give the Appellation of Knights of the Garter in Grants or Commiſ- 
ſions which paſſed under the Great Seal of this Kingdom, which being 
liable to be conſtrued by the Rules of the Common Law, it might have 
been thought that this Omiſſion might be of purpoſe, from too nice a 
Jealouſy of preſerving the Independency and Exemption of this Order en- 
tire, if the Knights themſelves had not alſo pretermitted the Uſage of this 
Style in their private as well as publick Inſtruments; which ſeems ve 
ſurpriſing, conſidering the high Value they placed in this moſt diſtin=| 
hed Honour. | | 
But the greateſt Unhappineſs is, the irrecoverable Loſs of all the antient 
Regiſters prior to the fourth Year of Henry V. and by theſe ſeveral Accidents 
it happens, that we have no Guides remaining to direct us in the Certainty 
of the Perſons of the antient Knights, fave 4 Plates left in the Stalls at 
indſor, with the Copies of the Windſor-Tables (of both which a full 
Account will be ſoon given) together with ſome ſcattered Notices in Re- 
ords, and the annual Accounts of the Wardrobe (for the Habit of this 
Order was heretofore delivered to the Companions to be worn by them 
at the yearly Celebration of the Feaſt) whereof the Collector hath found 
a {mall Number; but cheſe Records, few as they are, furniſh us with the 
Names of ſeveral Knights of this Order, omitted out of this Catalogue, 
d theſe as well Foreigners as Engliſhmen.

muſt of courſe create Suſpicions, and caſt at leaſt a Blemiſh upon the 
Reſidue; an Officer * wk muſt be juſtified in being ſcrupulouſly cir- 
cumſpect and frugal in his Belief, and may without Reſerve take the 
Liberty of diſſenting from any ſuch modern Collector, when there is 
clear Evidence to contradict him.

ng and curtailing this French Regiſter. There is no greater Judgement 
equired in any Work than in an Abridgement, which, like the Redu- 
ing a Picture into Miniature, ſhould expreſs every particular Lineament, 
though in leſs Proportions than the Original. But this Tranſlation la- 
bours under other Blemiſhes of equal Size, for the Doctor took the un 
juſtifiable Latitude in deviating from this French Regiſter in the“ Chro- 

ology, without aſſigning any Reaſon for his Variations; and his chiefeſt 
Aim throughout the whole Work ſeems to be bent on the Turn and 
Elegancy, as he conceived, of his Latin Stile, wherein, according to the 
prevailing Humour of that Age, when Cicero was ſtudied by many Di- 
vines almoſt to the Neglect of the Bible, he retains the Schoolmaſter, 
and his Taſte was ſo very delicate, that he could not bear the un- 
polite Dreſs of the Founders Statutes in their rough original Terms, but 
out of an exceſſive Affectation of Purity, cloathed them up in a new fa- 
ſhionable Latin Garb, thereby giving, as much as lay in his Power, the 
Sanction of Authority to his own private Interpretation; for certainly 
theſe Statutes ſhould have been inſerted hiteratim in their own Language 
and Phraſe, how barbarous ſoever their Sound was in his Ear. 

It was alſo a Duty incumbent on any Tranſlator to have avoided all 
equivocal Expreſſions and ambiguous Words, which might make ſome 
Paſſages very intricate and obſcure, that probably were very intelligible 
in the French Regiſter. Can any greater Unaccuracy be committed than 
this Doctor hath done in the material Point of the © Number of Com- 
panions whereof the Order conſiſts ? Several other ſuch-like Inſtances are 


obvious. He hath given us a Sketch of his Abilities in Antiquities in 


his tedious romantick Preface, in a fuſtian Stile, that hath more. Smoak 
than Fire, containing his Hiſtory of the Inſtitution of this Order, whence 


we may perceive he was a credulous Antiquary, notwithſtanding his Fame 
for Oratory. 


But leaſt the Reader ſhould be offended with this Freedom in the Cha- 
racter of the Labours of fo eminent a Churchman, he is deſired to turn 
his Eye on the © Cenſure of this Work given by a Right Reverend Pre- 


late, who in Succeſſion of Time ('tis meant not ſo much in Diſtance of 


Age as in Excellency) enjoy'd this ſame Office of Regiſter, the learned 
Dr. Matthew Wren, Lord Biſhop of Ely ; whence we may learn, with 
great Concern, what a miſerable Defloration this Black Book is, as to the 
Years preceding Dr. Aldrydge's advancement, and this Narrative will ſuf- 
ficiently remove the Prejudices caſt in by Mr. Vincent.

And in the mean time, if we have loſt the Spring, let us make what 
Uſe we can of the Stream, though it runs not unſullied, and therefore 
it may not be judg'd improper to print this Black Book it ſelf, leaſt by 
the Infelicity of ſome unforeſeen Accident, or the Currency of Time, it

Tis high Time to return to the Examination of this Entry, that the 
Dukes of Holland and Briga were elected or inſtalled Knights of the 
Garter with the Emperor Sigiſmond in 4 Hen. V, and to do the Doctor 
Juſtice herein, tis ſuppoſed he had not the Opportunity of any Dire- 
ction in theſe Parti from the French Regiſter, (which if this Colle- 


ſeventh Year of Hen. V,) but he might be herein miſled by ſome uncor- 
rect Author, but from whence-ever he took it, there are two apparent 
Miſtakes in it. 
The firſt is, That the Duke of Holland was about the ſeventh Day of 
May, 4 Hen.

Now the Duke of Holland at that pos William, who 7 ſucceeded his 
Father Albert 25 January 1404, and lived himſelf till 3 1 1419, 
the Year following this Entry; which William had been £ 22 
even inſtalled Knight of this Order in 14 R. II. while he was only Earl 
of Oftrevant, and is numbered 61 in the Catalogue, who by the Title 
of Duke of Holland, received Robes in the Firſt, and alſo in thei Third 
of Hen. V, before the Election of this Emperor Sigiſmund; (from which 
Entries, as well as divers others, it is to be obſerved, that Dr. Heyl 
and Mr. Aſmole were both miſtaken, when they thought this Title of 
Duke of Holland had not been uſed at that Time) whereas his Father Al- 
bert had the ſame appellation. It ſeems then very plain, this Duke of 
Holland was neither elected nor inſtalled with the Emperor in this fourth 
Year of Hen. V, ſo that there is no occaſion to refer to our ” Hiſtorians,

IV, yet he after- 
wards received this Honour, for his Hatchments were hung up in the 
Chappel in the 19th Year, being then mentioned in the 2 Pope's Bull; 
and by the Way, this King erected the Order of the * Ermine, and after- 
wards accepted that of the * Golden Fleece. 

But the Difficulty is, who was this Lord Montgryſon of Apulia in Na- 
ples ; the Editor of theſe Papers, after a diligent Inſpection of ſeveral Hi- 
ſtorians and Genealogiſts of that Kingdom, hath not been ſo fortunate to 
meet with any ſuch Name in that Age.

The Arms of Knights Companions of Foreign Ordets have been fre- 
uently publiſhed in pompous Volumes; and even Draughts of ” Arms, 
(cribed to the Knights of this Order, have been printed beyond Sea, in 
arge Books, done according to the Conjectures and Fancies of the Au- 
10rs, and indeed Mr. A/>mole hath preſented us with the Arms of them 
in a modern Faſhion, omitting the quartered Coats; but it ſeems ſtrange, 
hat Types or Draughts of the Eſcutcheons or Plates, remaining in the 
Stalls at Wimdſor, have never been hitherto engraven and publiſhed. It was 

rdained by the“ Founders Statutes, that a Plate of Arms of each Knight 
ſhould be faſtened to his Stall, for a perpetual Mark of his Honour: 
And to anſwer this Intention, in ſome meaſure, a Decree was made in 
a Chapter held in 1628, that all the Stiles on the Plates ſhould be taken 
in a Book, and laid up in the College, which if ever done, was * loſt be- 
fore Mr. Aſomole's Time. And ſince Types and Pictures do convey bet- 
ter Repreſentations and fuller Idea's than any verbal Deſcriptions; fo as 
e Omitting them in a Work of this Nature would be equal, if not 
hy without Maps: Ir is 
crefore propoſed, That whoever ſhall undertake this Work, ſhould procure 
the Engraving the Plares ſtill reniaining, whereof Nine are for the Firſt 
vunders as they are called, but whether Coæ vous ſhould be critically ex- 
amined.

Credulity in this reſpect. The Matter may be explained by a Sup 
ition, That in caſe a Statue ſhould now be made for Hen. VI, with a

that Prince. Such an Argument muſt be built on a fallacious Ground, 
whether the Fact of the Uſage of ſuch a Collar in that Age was true or 
otherwiſe. Hence it is, that the Collector of theſe Notes is no more in- 
fluenced by the Picture of Ed. III. in the Chapter-Houſe at Wmdſor, with 
a George pendant to a blue Riband hanging down upon his Breaſt, than 
he is by the Eſcutcheon of the Confeſſor's Arms, as they are called, repre- 
ſented within a Garter in the Stone-work of the Chappel there. The 
learned ? Guichenon hath obſerved, that the Emblem of the Amnunciade ap 
ars on the Statues of ſome antient Knights of the Collar in Savoy, who 
cd long before the Time that Duke Charles added that as one of the 
Symbols of the Order. Such Enſigns have been placed by their Deſcen- 
ts, with an innocent Inadvertency, as Memorials only that their noble 
Anceſtors participated in the Diſtinctions of theſe Orders, and not with 
any Deſign or View to impoſe on Poſterity. | 
It muſt be an afflicting Conſideration to a Lover of Antiquities, that 
at the Diſſolution of religious Houſes, and eſpecially Frieries, no Care 
was then taken to remove the Monuments of the Dead, and the painted 
Glaſs into neighbouring Churches; the Havock and Rapine, if it may 
ot be termed Sacrilege, was unaccountable, and the 7 Right Rverend 
iſtorian acquaints us, how early, upon the Survey, the Chappels were 
deemed ſuperfluous, and the Ornaments rifled and fold.

take Leave to give 4 Definition, or rather a Deſcription of a Military 
Order, which I think hath not been done by any of the numerous Wri- 
ters on that Subject. By it then I underſtand a Brotherhood, Fellow- 
ſhip, or Aſſociation of a certain Number of actual Knights, ſubjected 
under a Sovereign or Great Maſter, united by particular Laws and Sta- 
tutes peculiar to that Society, ſome whereof relate to warlike Purpoſcs; 
into which College the Companions are admitted with certain Ceremo- 
nies and ſworn to the Obſervance of thoſe Statutes, and are diſtinguiſhed 
by ſome particular Habits, Enſigns, Badges or Symbols, which uſually 
give Denomination to the Order, the Vacancies wherein are from Time 
to Time ſupplied by Nomination or Election, for which, and ſeveral other 
Ends and Purpoſes, the Members are oblig'd to aſſemble and hold Chap- 
ters: And though the Proofs of theſe ſeveral Parts are within the Com- 
paſs of my Deſign, however, for avoiding too great a Breach in the Be- 
ginning of this Letter, the ſame ſhall be poſtponed to be reſumed in the 
Sequel hereof, ſince ſuch an Examination will caſt a great deal of Light 
in IS Matter. 


It would be Labour in vain to ſearch for the Commiencement of any 


Military Order beyond the * rwelfth Century: The Religious Ones are of 
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a more carly Date than the Civil Military ones, and owe their Original to 
the I Cruſades, but both were in all probability inſtituted upon the ſane 
Proſpect and Deſign, which might be the Giving mutual Aids and Sup- 
rts in War, the Former againſt the Enemies of Religion, the Latter 
inſt the Enemies of the Sovereign; and the great Succeſs the Former 
met with againſt the Infidels, might encourage and excite £ Princes to 
& the Latter for their own particular Defence and Security; for if we 
{ our Eyes on the Founders of them, we ſhall find them Perſons famed 
r their military Enterprizes and warlike Policies; and by ſurveying theſe 
Orders, their Inſtitutions will appear to have been at ſuch critical Times 
when the Sovereigns or Founders were either making preparations or actual- 
ly engaged in Wars with theit Neighbours. 

Bur to deſcend to niore poſitive Arguments, in peruſing the Statutes 
of the reſpective Orders, we ſhall meet an expreſs Article, which in ſub- 
ſtance, though in different Terms, requires an Aſſiſtance to be given in 
War to the Grand Maſter at all Events, accompanied generally with the 

icteſt Prohibition from bearing Arms againſt any one Member of the So- 
iety. But before References are made in particular to theſe Clauſes, it 
ay not be ammiſs to recite the Opinions of two Authors in Print who 
oncur in their Judgments in this Point, and then to weigh the Motives 
hy Princes have been induced to deſire an Admiſſion into foreign Or- 
ers, and on the contrary the Reaſons given by other Princes, why they 
ave refuſed ſuch Orders when freely oro to them.

War. To the tenth Article, which forbids all Manner of War between 


admitted into this Society, they might by this Method decline his Juriſ- 
diction, which would be of the laſt ill Conſequence. To the thirteenth 
Article, which gives Permiſſion to the Companions who are not Sub- 
jects to the King, to defend their own Sovereign, if the King ſhould 
make the firſt Attack upon him; but in caſe their own Soverei 
ſhould be the firſt Aggreſſor, they may not then follow him, unleſs 
they are compelled thereto, and that only when their own Sovereign 
is perſonally preſent, - in which Caſe too they ſhall give the King no- 
tice thereof: The Duke inſiſts that an Explanation be made of the 
Meaning and Extent of the Word Subject, and declares his firm Re- 
ſolution not to deprive himſelf of the Services of his Subjects, even 
in caſe he ſhould not be preſent in Perſon in his Wars. And laſtly, 
he repreſents, that he cannot ſubmit himſelf to the Contents of the 
eighteenth Article, which empowers the King to reſume the Enſign of 
the Order for a Crime, becauſe he cannot conſent to the Giving any 
new Rights to be exerciſed over Himſelf or Subjects, of whom he is 
© the natural Lord and Judge, and that the Acceptance therefore of this 
© Order would, as he conceived, be a Pledge given by him derogatory

that of St. Michael ſhould conſent; whereas this Duke repreſents that 
he himſelf being Great Maſter and Sovereign in Chief of his ow! 
Order, it would be ſevere to confine himſelf either to diſcontinue huis 
own, or to prevent him from erecting other Orders, which he had 
Power to inſtitute. Againſt the fifth Article, which ordains the ſtricteſt 
Union among all the Companions, he remonſtrates that the King 
was at Liberty to admit the Enemies of the Duke into this Society of 
St. Michael, and that the Duke was ſo much ſuperior to moſt of the 


himſelf with ſuch from whom he could receive very little Benefit in 
return. As to the ſixth Article, whereby all the Kniglits were obliged 


out of the Limits of his own Dutchy, which being much environed 


by the Sea would quickly be ruined, if he ſhould be compelled to 
break with all Perſons, againſt whom the King ſhould be pleaſed to 


in War out of the Bounds of their Country. As to the Import of 
the eighth Article, of the King's Right of demanding the Advice ol 
the Companions, except in Matters of Secrecy and Diſpatch, where 
the King was at liberty, he freely avows, That he cannot engage him- 
ſelf in that implicite Manner, without knowing againſt what Perſons

neither he nor his Subjects are any ways obliged to take the Direction,

! Polydot Virgil informs us, That Alfonſus Duke of Calabria perceiving| 


at the French King had Intentions to declare War againſt him, earneſt- 
ly ſollicited an Admiſſion into the Order of the Garter, as a Security againſt 
lach an Attempt; on which this Hiſtorian obſerves, That the antient Cu- 
ſtom of giving Aid and Support to Companions of the ſame Order, w 
then grown obſolete, as had fully appeared in the Caſes of ſeveral Irali 
Princes, who in vain had applied for ſuch Aſſiſtances from the Colleges 
of the French and Burgundian Orders, of which they were Members. 

But though the Giving a real effective Support, might in that Age be

Fraternity with the Sovereign himſelf, by the unanimous Suffrage, or ar 
leaſt by the Majority of Voices upon a Scrutiny given upon Oath > And in 
truth, What greater Honour could Henry II, convey upon the famous Gaſpar 
de Saulx, 1 Vicomte de Tavannes (afterwards Marſhal of France) for his remar- 
kable Behaviour in the Battle of Renty in 1554, than by making him 
immediately in the Field, Knight of the Order of St. Michael, without 
any other Ceremony, than by taking off his own Collar and putting it 
about his Neck, which muſt be the moſt ſignal Mark of Diſtinction. 
| The £ Lord Bacon obſerves, That the Wars of latter Ages ſeem to be 
made in the Dark, in reſpect of the Glory and Honour which reflected} 
upon Men from the Wars in antient Time, © There be now (as he 
faith) for martial Encouragement ſome Degrees and Orders of Chivalry, 
cc auhich nevertheleſs are conferred promiſcuouſly upon Soldiers and no Sol- 
« diert, and ſome remembrance perhaps upon the Scutcheon, and ſome Hoſpitals 
ce for maimed Soldiers, and ſuch like Things :” With ſuch Freedom this 
moſt noble Genius ſeems to cenſure fome Cuſtoms of his Age, upon his 
Conſideration of the antient Methods of rewarding Military Actions; but 
certainly if the Honour of the Garter ſhould not be eſteemed equal to Tri- 
umphs and Ovations, yet it mult be allowed 8 to civick and mural 
Crowns, to any Decoration of Houſes with the Marks of Victory, the 
wearing Bracelets or Rings at publick Games, and ſuch other antient En- 
ſigns of Rewards for Feats of Arms. | 

Again: The Erection of this Order was in an Age of innocent Gal 
lantry, when the Ladies were juſtly allowed a large Share in all ſplendi 
Occaſions ; for their Sakes, and for their Honours, the Founder and hi 
Royal Succeſſors appointed Tournaments wherein they preſided as Judges; 
and how far they participated in the Diſtinctions of this Order, yo 
Lordſhip will allow me to ſhew in a diſtinct Paragraph hereafter, whi 
I look upon as the chief Part of this long Letter. RS 

I come now to examine the Ara or exact Period of the Erection of 
the Garter, wherein the Conjectures of the Authors have heen as various 
lin their Chronology of it, as in the Occaſion of its Creation.

Ives may obtain not much more Credit, than another grave Tradition 
that Henry II. upon his Return from the ſame Place (where in Fact he 
had never been) erected in this Kingdom another military Order of 
Religion, the Knights of the Holy Sepulcher ; for one Legend is beſt 
anſwered by another. 
To leave theſe Viſions. There is no doubt but that this Order was 
rected by Edw. III, and it was worthy of a Prince of ſuch an elevated 
Mind for Magnificence and incomparable Valour, who was the Terror 
of his Enemies Abroad, and the Glory and Joy of his happy Subjects at 
ome. The Difficulty is only in what Year of his Reign or Period of 
Time it received its Birth. It is ſomewhat ſurprizing that this 
pocha ſhould be ſo much in the Dark, and that the Contemporary Hi- 
orians did not deliver down to Poſterity a Tranſaction of ſo great 
mportance. The Aras uſually aſſigned, are the 1 8th and 23d Years 
F his Reign; and here I muſt premiſe, that though this Controverly is 
no Conſequence to the intrinſick Dignity of the Order, for ſo {mall

the Founder] and of his own Madam and Miſtreſs Queen Philippa, where 
e continued for five Years; afterwards he travelled into ſeveral foreign 
Dominions, and in 1366 was P ſent from Bourdeaux by the Black Prince 
to the Queen his Mother in England, and then continued here about the 


Space of an Year, and returned hither again on 12 July 1395, afterthe 
Abſence of xxviii Years. He early applied his Studies to make juſt En-

quiries, as his Words are, for the Truth of Deeds of War from the Time 
of the Battle of ” Poictiers, having made Collections of that Nature for 
ſome Years before it, and he honeſtly acquaints his Readers that the for- 
mer Parts of his Hiſtory were taken from the true Report of the Canon 
lof St. Lambert of Liege. 
As there ſeems to be an Air of Sincerity in his Narratives, ſo he was 
in a Capacity to come at the Truth of the Facts he relates. He was 
lvii Years of Age in the / Year 1 3 90, fo that of courſe he could be onl R 
about 11 Years old in this 18th of Edu. III, when he faith this Order 
was inſtituted ; and though we know not the preciſe Date of his firſt 
coming hither, yet by his own Narrative we are aſſured he reſided here 
within few Years after the Period he aſſigns for the Erection of this Or- .

: tant, and even ſealed by the Firſt Founders. It is on the other Side very 
= _ |probable he might take more eſpecial Care not to err herein, ſince he pre-| ' 
ſented the firſt Part of his Hiſtory to this Queen Philippa, who, as he 
faith, had in Perſon appeared with great Splendour at the firſt Feaſt of 
this Order; and farther, that after her Death he continued it on at the In- 
ſtance of his dear Lord Sir Robert Namur Lord of Beaufort, who was ele- 
cted a ? Companion of the Garter about 43d of Edu. III, and contem- 
porary with the Founder and ſome other of che Knights made upon the 
Inſtitution. Under theſe Circumſtances it appears ſcarce conceivable that

It will be no Objection againſt Froiſſart's Narrative, that in this 1 8th 
Year ſome of the firſt Founders were under Age, for Knighthoods were 
then conferred on Perſons during * their Minority; thus Charles de Valois 
at Bolonia in 1301, knighted Philip and Albert de gli Afmelli, one of 
twelve, the other of fourteen Years old, and Francis Bentivogh then only 
[thirteen. Alexander, Son of the King of Scotland, was knighted by our 
King © John when he was fourteen; Alexander, King of Scotland, when 
he was nine Years of Age, was 4 knighted by Hen. III. And if this Or- 
der was inſtituted in the 1 8th Year of Ed. III, the Prince was then about 
fourteen ; as afterwards Richard his Son, King of England, was above ten 
Years old at his Inſtallation 3 Henry, Son of Henry IV, was about twelve; 
Edward, Son of Edward IV, was elected into this Order when he was 
not five Years of Age, and at the fame time his younger Brother was 
likewiſe elected. Arthur, Prince of Wales, was inſtalled when under five 
Years. Thus Henry IV, of France, in 1601, gave the Enſigns of the 
Order of the Holy Ghoft to Louis the Dauphin at his Birth, and to the 
Duke of Orleans his ſecond Son in 1607, which Practice hath been ever 
ſince obſerv'd by the ſucceeding Kings. |

Belt and Sheath of a Sword em- 
broidered with White Harts, to be hung up under his Helmet at V ind- 
ſor, whereas there were no ſuch © Harrs embroidered on that h up, 
in his 13th Year, which was probably before he took that . 
But this White Hart was not appropriated to be an Emblem of our Or- 
der, becauſe the ſame was given by this King, not only to his own Subjects, 
but to Foreigners, and even to Ladies, who were not of this Order. 
And the Hiſtorians obſerve, that ſeveral Perſons aſter his Abdication wore 
this Deviſe as! Proofs of their Adherence to his Intereſt, and we find 
that afterwards © Ed. IV, reaſſumed the Hart crowned and chained : And 
that the Duke of Bretagne in 1445, took / flying Harts for his Deviſce. 
Then as to the Broom-codds, for ſuch. they are, and not Peaſcods, 
(as Mr Sandford ſuppoſed, being miſled probably by/ Mr Camden,) which are

Having mentioned this Preſent of the Broom-Collar, by this King of 
France to our King Rich. II. I crave Leave for the Affinity of the Mat- 
ter, to obſerve that it was an uſual Complement before that Time, for 
Princes to preſent each other alſo their Liveries yearly, and which was o pra- 
ctiſed even as low as the Reign of Hen. VIII, which Liveries had no 
Relation at all to any military Orders. 

I come now to the Form of the Collar given by Hen. V. to the Empe- 
ror Sigiſmond at the ſame Time when he was created Knight of the Gar- 
ter. The wearing the White Hart being the Proof of an Adherence to 
Rich.

And 'tis ſome Sort of Preſumption that the Collar of the Emperor might 
be of the Letters S. S., in that ſuch Collars are repreſented on the Monuments 
of ſeveral Knights of the Garter who died in the * Reigns of Hen. V, and 
Hen. VI, though theſe Collars might not be any Part of che Enſigns of the 
I Order, or any Ways appropriate to ir, but wholly diſtinct and ſeparate; for 
V5 the like Collars of S. S. are found on the Effigies of ſeveral Perſons who died 
Ei {during theſe Reigns, that were not Companions of the Garter, which may 

be ſeen in ſeveral Churches. 

And here I would remark, that I am informed, the Pourtraiture of Sir Ro- 
bert Harcourt, Knight of this Order, under the Reign of Ed. IV, remains in 
the Church of Stanton-Harcourt, exhibiting him wich a Collar of Roſes, to 
which a white Lyon is appendant, with his Tail paſſed between his hinder Le 
and turned over his Back; The white Roſe was the Badge of the Houſe of] 
Pork, taken from the Caſtle of (1) Clifford, or from the Family of (2) Mor- 
imer, wherewith the (3) Seals of the Dukes of Tork are embelliſhed, and Ed. 
IV calls it his (4) Deviſe, who is ſaid to have erected a Purſivant by the Title 
of (5) Blanch Roſe, that attended ar his (6) Funeral ; and the white Lion was 

the Badge doubtleſs of the Earldom of Marche born by Ed. IV, (to whom this 
noble Knight inviolably adhered to the Loſs of his own Life ;) whence we find 
this King had likewiſe a (7) Purſivant ſtiled Blanch Lion: So that it may be 
gueſſed, the Image of St. George was not at that Time an Emblem of this Order, 
orn by the Companions at their Breaſts, and that Ed. IV did give a Collar 
diſtinct from the Kings of the Lancaſtrian Race. 

But to confirm this Hypotheſis of the Collar's being no Ornament eſſential 
o this Order in former Ages, I muſt beg Pardon now to quote a Book fraught 
with ſuch dull Conceits and far- fetch d Myſteries and Extravagancies, as ” Dr. 
Heylin profeſſes he never met with ſuch a Piece of Stuff. But notwithſtanding 

is Abatement to its Character, which relates to the allegorical myſtical Ex- 
planations of the Meaning of the Habits of this Order; yet this Treatiſe being 
wrote under ” the Reign of Hen.

teſs, who ſurvived her Husband. 

I ſhall now diſmiſs this Subject by ſhewing, that theſe Ladies had not 
only the Habit of the Order, which was Semte of Garters, which were 
more or leſs according to their Degrees, but that they, like as the Knights, 
had alſo the Enſign of the Garter delivered them; the Records are / expreſs in 
this Particular; and 'tis probable, theſe Garters might be worn by them 
about their Left-arm, as * Mr. A/>mole tells us the Counteſs of Tankerwille 
is repreſented by the Effigies on her Monument, to which may be ad- 
ded that of the Lady of Sir Robert Harcourt who is on her 7 Tomb pi- 
ctured with the Garter juſt above her Elbow on her Left-arm, with the 
Motto, Hony ſoit quy mal y penſe, whereas at this time there is no viſi- 
ble Diſtinction or Badge for theſe Ladies, and even the Knights do not im- 
pale the Arms of their Conſorts within the Garter, though there are ſe- 
veral antient Precedents on the Plates in the Stalls where the Ladies Arms 
are inſerted within it. | 

Your Lordſhip will pardon me in making one Reflection, which ap- 
pears naturally to ariſe on Occaſion of what I have obſerved relating to 
the Ladies who formerly ſhared the Honours of this Order and wore the 
Robes of it. In a Nation fo tender of the Rights and Priviledges of 
the Fair Sex, and where Beauty ſeems to have fixed her Empire, it is 
really ſurprizing that any Cuſtom in their Favour ſhould be diſuſed, while 
no reaſonable Pretence has been aſſigned, or in my humble Opinion can 
be aſſigned, for the Diſcontinuance of it. The Order of the Garter was

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a political Inſtitution : It is not eaſy to conjecture by what Maxims o 
Poliry that Prince governed himſelf, who firſt relinquiſhed a Right ex- 
erciſed by his Predeceſſors of giving ſo honourable a Diſtinction to La- 
dies of ſuperior Quality or Merit; ſince ſuch Ladies, if they do not pre- 
ſide, muſt ar leaſt be allowed to have always a very powerful Influence 
in Society. The Conſorts and Relicts of the Knights Companions eſpe- 
cially ſeem to have a more peculiar Claim to any relative Honours of 
the Order, which the Sovereign ſhall think fit to confer: But it may 
with all Submiſſion be more proper to enquire, whether ſo valuable a 
Priviledge of che Sovereign 4 not, upon wiſe and good Reaſons, | 
be reſumed, than how the Exerciſe of it came to be originally diſ- 
continued. | 
One of the moſt heroick Actions by which the Patron of this Order 
is ſaid to have ſignalized himſelf, was in Defence of a young Lady, no 
lefs diſtinguiſhed by her perſonal Accompliſhments than her ich Birth. 
I am under no Obligations to verify all the Circumſtances of that Sto- 
ry; however I may inoffenſively ſay, the Moral of it may be extended to 
ſhew, that it is very conſiſtent with the Inſtitution of an Order nomi- 
nated from St. George, that all che Advantages at any time belonging to 
the other Sex ſhould be inviolably preſerved to them; and that it will be 
unaccountable if among ſo great a Number of Hero's, ſeveral Cham- 
pions ſhould not be found to aſſert and eſpouſe their Cauſe, 

In all probability they would not at this time have wanted any Ad- 
vocate, if the rebellious War had not prevented the Revival and Re- 
eſtabliſhment of this Cuſtom by * Charles the Firſt, a Prince who, as the 
noble Hiſtorian characterizes him, ® kept State to the Full, which made his 
Court very orderly. 

This Prince intended to have all Solemnities obſerved with the exact- 
eſt Diſtinction of proper Rites, and for that purpoſe having in his View 
the Practice of the Greateſt of his Predeceſſors, thought fir, after ma- 
ture Deliberation, to confirm to the © Heralds their antient Rights in 
all Aſſemblies and Proceſſions of State. Their Education as Study 
muſt render them the beſt Judges and Guardians of the Decorum and 
Punctuality of Ceremonies, and their Experience enable them to keep a 
Rule uniform to the Precedents of former Ages, and the Conſent of 
foreign Kingdoms.

moſt 7 punctual Obſerver of its Statutes, as appears from ſeveral Cir- 
ces: And it is very ſurpriſing that this moſt hetoick Duke, who 
eſteemed himſelf limited and — to the Statutes in the Caſe of 
che Election of our Knight, ſhould be on a leſs Guard in depoſing him, 
and thereby caſting on him an indelible Infamy by a voluntary Power not 
allowed by the Statutes then in being; for the D tion of a Knight 
who ſhould fly from Battle was an Article firſt inſerted into the Statutes 
made by Hen.

But though this Picture of his Perſon be defaced, we have however 
ample Teſtimonies of the Magnificence and Greatneſs of his Mind in ſe- 
veral Articles very honorary to his Memory. | 
He was very ſplendid and ſumptuous in his Buildings; at Caftre near 
Tarmouth, the antient Seat of the Family, are to be ſeen the Remains of 
noble Caſtle or Houſe erected by him, at one Corner Whereof is ſtill a 
ruinated Tower of Brick above One hundred Foot high, built in an odd 
Shape; which Houle, according to the current Tradition, was erected by 
a French Nobleman taken Prifonee in the Wars by our Knight, accor- 
ding to the Model and Architecture of his own Caſtle in France as the 
Price of his Ranſome ; which if true, might be the abovementioned Duke 
of Alencon. On an Arch over a Bow-window on the Inſide of theſe 
Ruins in Stone-work, in Baſſe-relieve, are carved the Arms of our Knight 
ſurrounded with the Garter, exhibited in the Frontiſpiece of theſe Me- 
moirs, becauſe his Plate of Arms is not to be found in the Chapel of 
Windſor. He likewiſe built an Houſe in Tarmouth, and a * Royal Place 
(as tis termed) in Southwark, | 

His Munificence was very extenſive : He was a great Encourager of 
Learning in General by his Benefactions, and a Patron and Mecenas to | 
learned Men in Particular: But it happens, that the Compleating ſeveral 
of theſe Deſigns being left to the Direction of his Executors, happened 
by ſome Means or other to be abortive, or art leaſt his Name, as the 
Founder, is almoſt wholly forgotten. 

In the Proctor's Book of the Univerſity of * Cambridge there is entred| 
the Expence of ſeveral Meſſengers ſent to the Executors of our Knight, 
and to the Lord Chancellor of England, the Superviſor of his Will, for a 
Beneficence towards the Building the Schools of Philoſophy and Law, 
which by the Care taken in procuring it, ſeems to have been conſiderable, 
yet his Name occurs not in the Maſſa pro Brnefatłoribusns. 
To Magdalen-Colledge in Oxford he was a conſiderable Benefactor, for 
which his Name is commemorated in an Anniverſary Speech; bur it 
happens that the College cannot give the Particulars at large, becauſe our 
Knight enfeoffed the Founder in his Life- time; but it is known that the

Theſe are the few Notices that the Collector hath hitherto been able 
to retrieve of the publick Actions of our Knight, and the Eſtimate of 
the Merits of them is left to the Reader's Judgement: But ſince the Sta- 
tutes of this Order require a noble Birth, as one of the Qualifications 
for an Admiſſion, let us alſo ſearch into his Lineage and Deſcent : And

In the Regiſtry of Norwich there are ſeveral ; Preſenta- 
tions and the laſt Wills of many of this Family, which being ſo nume- 
rous, and _ into ſeveral Branches with the ſame Chriſtian Names, 
by theſe Means and the Frequency of mutual Settlements, it becomes a

The Deſign of the preſent Collection is by Way of Prompruary to 
aſcertain the Perſons of the Knights Companions, and their Succeſlions | 
in the ſeveral Stalls, and to ſhew, that each of them anſwered the Quali- 
ſications required by the Statutes, of a noble Birth, and Merit in military 
Exploits, and that briefly : for the Drudgery of compiling Pedigrees from | 
Records, is no more ſuitable to the Genius, than conſiſtent with the Lei- 
ſure of the Editor, for which Defects there will be found in theſe genea- | 
logical Tables, as in geographical Maps of diſtant Countries, ſome void 
Spaces, which might be ſupplied by taking the proper Pains. Then again, 
with regard to the perſonal Actions of theſe Knights, it is become im- 
poſſible, by Means of the Diſtance of Ages, and the Silence of the con- 
temporary Writers, to give any other Narrative of them, than a bare un- 
edifying Relation of their Preſence in Camps, Sieges, and Battles, with 
the Series of their Employments in the civil Government, which will be 
tranſcribed in the obſolete Terms of the Records and antient Hiſtorians, 
tinctured with Barbariſms, and recited in the old Spellings, ſince ſome 
may think a certain Sort of Veneration is due to them: Theſe naked 
Annals of Facts without their Cauſes, Springs, and Motives, deſerve by 
no means the Name of Biography, which ſhould inform us with them, and 
the particular Abilities, Endowments, and Excellencies of the Perſons, 
whether their Talents were moſtly for the Field or the Cabinet, or equally 
to both, the two grand Branches of political Studies. The Friends to 
Antiquity are however not few, and ſome may take the Labour of run- 
ning over theſe jejune Extras; wherein there will occur the Actions 
Deaths of Generals, the Loyalty and Courage of Commanders fight- 
ing for their Prince and Country, and in truth the Characters of the in- 

ividual Perſons will appear very bright; whence by all Rules of Propor- 
ion it may be inferred, what a Maſs of Honour or Conſtellation of Glo- 

was united in the whole Fraternity or Collective body. Some Parti-

Leaſt the Reader ſhould imagine that the Engraver hath miſtaken the Po- 
ſition of the Arms of the Kniphs in this Stall, which are in a quite different 
Poſture from thoſe made by the Impreſſions of their Seals: It is here to be 
remembred, that it was the antient Method to place theſe Arms in this 
Chappel, fo as the Creſt might front or encline rowards the Altar, and 


the Weſt end. A ? French Author terms the like Uſage in placing the 


Helmets of the Companions of the Golden Fleece in the Chappel of Dijon 
to be Baſtard-heraldry, and imputes it to the Ignoratice of the Painter, 
not recollecting poſſibly, that it had the Appearance of a decent religious 
Reſpect. The Plates are now removed from one Stall to another, ac- 
ording to the Tranſlations of the Knights, and being thus ambulatory, 
tis uncertain which Way the Creſts may front at the Times of their Deaths, 
till which they do not become fixed. |

[Purſevants were then eſteemed only Candidates, Noviciates, or Probatio- 
ners, who when promoted into the Order of Heralds of Arms, became 
complete real Officers; out of theſe Heralds, a Superior Order was ſelect- 
ed, at firſt known by the Stile of Kings of the Heralds, to whom in Proceſs 
f Timethe Title of Kings of Arms was attribured, becauſe the Order of an 
Herald of Arms was comprehended within the Dignity of a King of the 
Heralds by way of Involution as a Part in the Whole, or as the Inferior 
is within the Superior; for heretofore as no Herald of Arms could be 
cated, unleſs he had gone through the Apprentiſhip of a Purſevant, ſo 
no Perſon was advanced to be a King of Heralds withour paſling through 
e Office of an Herald of Arms; but theſe Gradations have been“ = 
ermined to be unneceſſary in Weſtminſter-Hall, and that Promotions may 
made per Saltum in this Office. The Office then of a King of He- 
ralds included that of an Herald of Arms ex vi Ordinis, and thence the 
Term of Arms became at length an Appellation given to thoſe Kings as 
well as to the Heralds to whom it did originally belong: But it muſt not 
be inferred, that ſuch Kings of Heralds were no more than the firſt or 
primary Heralds of Arms preſiding over the others, for the Support of 
Regularity and Government, for theſe Kings were of a ſeparate and higher 
Order and Character, that is, upon their Creations thereto became in- 
veſted with ſome Singularities of Power and Privilege, and were thereby 
ualified with a Capacity to perform ſome Functions and Truſts, which 
125 had no Authority or Pretence to execute or claim, while they were 
only in the Claſſis of Heralds: Hence it was that the Heralds of Arms, 
upon their Advancement to be Kings of the Heralds, had a new Method of 
Creation and Coronation in a Form very much different from that of their 
former Admiſſion to be Heralds of Arms, and an Oath of a different 
Tenour was adminiſtred to them, which, with ſeveral other Particulars 
that might be named, ſufficiently prove a Diſtinction of Order, if the

It would too much lengthen the Diſcourſe 
to enquire into 2 Reaſon of the Incompatibilty of Knighthood, with 
their Duties, which may be ſhewn in a more proper Place. 
This Sicily Herald, probably the ſame Perſon whoſe Diſſertations on 
Blazon © were publiſhed in French at Lions and Paris, under the Reign of

Beſides when Noblemen had their Purſevants and Heralds, we find this

However that may be, this Cuſtom was univerſal, and whoever will 
write to any Purpoſe touching the Officers of Arms, will find himſelf 
very much inſtructed by conſidering Foreign Authors; for though each 
Nation, according to the Greek Proverb, is governed by its own particular 
Inſtitutions and Magiſtrates, yet there are ſome Laws and Cuſtoms agreed 
n by common Conſent, ot called the Law of Nations, which re- 
te particularly to the Affairs of War and Peace, and therefore eſpecial 
Proviſions have been made for the publick Meſſengers in tranſacting theſe 
rand Articles, wherein heretofore the Heralds were concerned, at leaſt 
in all the Preparatory Parts; and for that Reaſon all Officers of Arms 
ere then eſteemed one Fraternity, joined in a fort of ſocial fæderal Union,

The Learned Gloſſographer writes, That the Title of Kings of Arms, 
or of the Heralds, was attributed to the Officers of the“ Crown, and the 
Style of Heralds ſimply to the Officers of the Princes of the Blood and 
of the Nobility. It muſt be a Miſtake, if ic be meant either that the 
Crown had not ſimple Heralds in all Ages ſince the Commencement of

He refers us to the 
Collections of Sir William le Newe Clarenceux for Proof thereof, without 
inſerting his Words. Sir Henry ? Spelman, with his accuſtomed Modeſty, 
propoſes barcly a Conjecture, that Ed. III having inſtituted Windſor He- 
rald A. D. 1 368, upon bringing the News of the Victory obtained at Auroy 
in Bretagne, adds, © Forte ut Garteriæ ordini (cujus Windeſoriæ capitolium) 
c inſerviret: Nam inchoatns eft ordo iſte amo ſuperiori tertio decimo : & 
« Garterius Rex Armorum anos ultra 5o poſtea non comparuit ”. Here 
is ſome Miſtake in the Numerical Figures, for that Battel was gained 
on 7 Michaelmas-day 13 64, but this Vindſor being created above 20 Years 
after the Commencement of this Order (if it was Erected before St. George's 
Day in the 18th of E. III.) and this Perſon being, as it is likewiſe oy 
poſed, a Forreigner then ſent over upon this Occaſion, it is left to the 
Reader's Judgement, whether it be probable in theſe Circumſtances, that 
2 bare Herald (for at that Time this Windſor is ſuppoſed to be no more)

Now if 
no more than two Officers in this Kingdom were truly Great from the 
Foundation of this Society, what Credit is to be given to the Forreign 
Hiſtorians, who give their Heralds, confeſſedly inferior to the Engliſh 
nes, the ample Characters of bringing Splendour to, and (if it may be 
o faid) even Adorning their Profeſſions. The higher Degrees of theſe 
ces of Arms were then beſtowed on Perſons whoſe Genius had long 
bent them to this Study, and whoſe Education had duly qualified them for 
e Exerciſe of it, and not as meer Kindneſſes, upon bare Recommendati- 
ns, or any Sort of Civil Simony, and then they fully anſwered the Epectati- 
ons of the Publick: It would be no Difficulty ro nominate Officers of 
this Kingdom throughout almoſt all the various Titles, who have excelled 
in their Sciences, bur the preſent Enquiry muſt be confined to the former 
arters, whom we ſhall find tranſacting the moſt important Matters of 
tate during the Succeſſion of many Years, and filling their Places with 
that Sufficiency, as they ſeem to deſerve the Character of being truly Great 
in their Profeſſions. This Aſſertion is ſupported in the Caſe of the firſt 
Garter by a * Record, wherein the King attributes to him the honourable 
Teſtimony of being an excellent Herald, which muſt be eſteemed an At- 
teſtation due to his Abilities and Merits, becauſe it was given to him in 
his Grave, when Complements were uſeleſs.

2. where the Summ of Nine Marks is the utmoſt that is 
allowed for a competent Portion to a Pariſh Prieſt or Vicar. The annual 
Penſions firſt ſettled upon him by the Companions were intended to be only 
temporary, and to ceaſe when a ſufficient Proviſion ſhould be made by 
the Crown. for his Support; but from the Continuance of the Payment 
of theſe annual Penſions to him after theſe two Grants from the Crown, 
we may collect that the Companions eſteemed theſe two Annuities not 
adequate for his Maintenance anſwerable to the Dignity of his Office. He 
ad Robes annually delivered to him, and received his Diet in the Houſe- 
hold in the honorary Degree of Baron Service, and was allowed there a li- 
mited Number of Servants and Horſes. Theſe were certain Incomes and 
Allowances, bur the contingent occaſional Profits and Largeſſes might ſur- 
als them beſides the Fees for Inſtallations, and other Tranſactions in the 
Order; for we find him frequently in Embaſſies, and carrying Meſlages 
to Forreign Princes, and attending on our Embaſſadors LS or upon 
Forreign Embaſſadors ſent hither ; and in all thoſe Caſes he was not only 
paid by the Crown, according to the Number of Dayes he was thus em- 
ployed, but according to the generous Cuſtoms of that Age was allo 
rewarded by the Forreign Princes, ro whom he was thus ſent : It was 
the Magnificence of thoſe Times to make ample Gifts to the Officers 
of Arms, and even to thoſe who brought Defiances or challenged a Time 
and Place of Battel. There were occaſional Fees due to theſe Officers, 
as well in Times of War as Peace, in ſome of them Garter had a ſeparate 
Fee to himſelf, and in others participated in a Dividend with the Whole 
Fraternity : In Forreign Wars they all had ſtated Liveries and daily Wages 
according to their Degrees, and in Civil Commotions or Rebellions had 


2 Perquiſites; they received Droicts for rhe firſt diſplaying of Banners, 


were rewarded by the Generals of the adverſe Party, to whom they 
ied Meſſages, and frequently by the Towns which they ſummoned.

rown ; for the King's Entry into Towns in his Progreſſes, for Solemn 


valcades and Triumphs, for the Interviews and Congreſſes of Princes, 
alſo for the Funerals of their Soveraigns, and the Obſequies which were 
rmerly obſerved for Foreign Princes; and they received Fees alſo from 
e Nobility upon their Creations, as well from the Crown ; for the Intro- 
ctions of Lords into Parliament, even when the Title came to them 
Deſcent ; on their Marriages, the Chriſtnings of their Children, and 
hurchings of their Ladies; for all the ſeveral Degrees of Knighthood, 
hen the higheſt Nobility at that Time eſteemed it their greateſt Honour 
o have Knighthood conferred on them; for the performing of Homages, 
and upon al Juſts, Tilts, and Turnaments, as well from the Crown as

credited) he treated them frequently with intemperate vehement

wned to be contrary. to the very Nature of this Profeſſion. It ma 
ot be poſſible at this diſtance to determine with Certainty, whether thi 
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Confederacry againſt him, and the conſtant Oppoſitions he met with di 
ot render him too magiſterial and imperious in his Conduct within 
the College, or whether the Provocations and perſonal Affronts which his 
Adverſaries ſtudiouſly gave him would have been tolerable by a Perſon of 
much more Phlegm. 
Within few Years after his Promotion to this Place, Mr. Brooke was 
admitted into the Society, who not only joined with his Opponents, but 
delighted himſelf by declaring a profeſt Enmity to him. This Perſon was 
of a fierce, impetuous Temper, unwearied and implacable in Malice, 
who to gratify his Appetite of Revenge ſtuck at no Deſign or Practice, 
how vile ſoever, though by the compaſſing thereof, he brought himſelf 
into the Danger of Puniſhment, of which his inſidious black Contrivance 
to ſurprize and entrap Segar the ſucceeding Garter will be a laſting Evi- 
dence. Hence there aroſe perpetual Animoſities and Diſcords in this Fra- 
ternity, which broke out into Actions and Law Suits in moſt Courts; and 
ſtopp'd not there, for Memorials and Remonſtrances in Writing were 
handed about of each others Infirmities and Defects in Life, which were 
drawn with great Acrimony, and their mutual Hatred became fo mor- 
al, that the Breaches could never be made up; for they rejoiced conſtant- 
to combate each other at the ſame Weapons, and by all Methods to 
meditate each others Ruin. The Event of theſe Conteſts on both Sides ought 
> be an Example of Caution to ſucceeding Officers, for though Brooke 
firſt ſaw Dethick deprived of his Freehold by a ſummary Proceeding which 
will be ſoon related, yer he had little Reaſon to triumph upon it, for 
within a ſhort Time this Precedent was turned upon himſelf in as large an 
Extent, wherein he deſerved little Pity, if any be due to a Member of a 
College who bends all his Wit and Skill to ſet up new Schemes and Syſtems 
ontrary to the antient beaten Paths, with new Models of Amendments and 
\batements of old Orders and Diſcipline ; for it will ſcarce be lamented if 
premeditated Deſigns to cruſh others recoil upon the Head of the projecting 
Zoutefeu to his Diſgrace and Confuſion. Brooke was ouſted likewiſe of the 
Frechold of his Office by the ſame Power to which he had appealed againſt 
Dethick, and the Cauſe aſſigned for it was his Inſufficiency of Knowledge 
equiſite for an Officer of Arms, which Charge in Truth is ſomewhar 
ſurprizing, after the Books publiſhed by him, which ſhew at leaſt that he 
laboured with Induſtry according to the Meaſure of his Literature. The

Rex Armorum Ordinit, adventured to carry the Enſigns of the Gartey 
[ro the King of Denmark on the 23d of June that Year; but Sir William

Embaſſador hath been expreſsly given in * Commiſſions to ſeveral former 
Garters employed in carrying the Order to foreign Princes, who in their 
Certificates of the Reception of theſe Enſigns own their / Acceptance of 
them from theſe Garters in the Quality of Embaſſadors, and in the Ab- 
ſence of Garter, an Herald and others have been conſtituted “ Commiſſarios, 
Oratores, Procuratores, Legatos & Nuncios ſpeciales for this Purpoſe ; and 
indeed it is a Matter of ſome Aſtoniſhment that Segar ſhould make this 
Accuſation, who (which is memorable) ſome Months before this time, 
while he invaded this ſame Office, being conſtituted an Embaſſador with | 
the Earl of Rutland to the King of Denmark in the like Meſſage, acted ſo 
far in that Character as to proceed in * Breaſt with that Earl to the firſt 
Audience: But ſince Dethick is ſaid to take Advantage of the Word Le- 
gatos in the Commiſſion, tis neceſſary to inſert it at large in the ? Mar- 
gin, on which he grounded this Claim to the Title of an Embaſſador. 
Since the Cuſtom of inflituring Reſident, Ordinary, or Leidger Embaſſa-

now granted, with the only Variation of placing the Singular inſtead of 
the Plural Number, in which Caſe in all probabiliry his Right to the 
Character of an Embaſſador would not have been called in queſtion ; but 
indeed this was a joint Commiſhon without any ſeveral ſeparate Powers, 
land to wave the Enquiry whether in the Abſence of one of theſe Legates, 
the other could have ſtrictly executed the Authority, tis certain that if

| [executed by the Survivor: If it ſhould be imagined that it became vacated 
by this Contingenty, it mult be becauſe each of them was joint in the Le- 
gation, and conſequently participated equally in the Title of Legates; but if 
it ſubſiſted, then it might have chanced to have devolved upon Dethick, 
who then would have as perfect an Embaſſador, as if the ſame had

In theſe Solemnities of Inveſtiture, when Garter is joined by Vertue 
of a Commiſſion, that : Inſtrument is firſt read, and the Enſigns being 
brought by him, he delivers them in Order to the firſt named in thar 
ommiſſion, and actually aſſiſts in putting them on the Knight Elec, 
and reads the proper Admonitions; theſe bd were heretofore thought 
more proper for the Province of an * Eccleſiaſtick, and for chat Purpoſe, 
and to adminiſter the Oath, a Clergyman was frequentiy conſtituted one 
of the Embaſſadors, which Character was not thought to be in the leaſt 
impaired in the Clergyman by theſe Adminiſtrations, much leſs by this 
means render'd a Nullity.

XII. The Twelfth Legal Garter was Sir Eduard Walker ; it is faid Legal, 
becauſe in deducing the Hiſtory of the Execution of this Office, it would 
be an Omiſſion contrary to the Rules of Sincerity to conceal the Uſar- 
pations made upon it, for ſeveral Years during the Rebellion and Civil 
Wars; an Officer of Arms is not at liberty to ſuppreſs any Thing, in 
him it would be even a criminal Silence to forbear calling Injuſtice 
and Iniquity by their proper Names in whatever. Shape, Time, or Place 
they appear, ſo that the Editor cannot be charged with Breach of Chri- 
{tian Charity, good Nature, or good Manners, by expoſing to publick 
View ſuch Intruders, who by Force or Fraud have at any Time invaded 
this Office in defiance of Legal Patents. 

Anthony Wood © acquaints us, that on the zoth of OF. 1646, Votes 
paſſed in the Houſe of Commons, that Bys/he ſhould be Garter King of 
Arms and Clareuceux; but there muſt neceſſarily be ſome Miſtake in Fe 
Numerals; for though he had indeed uſurped on the former Office more 
early, yet that of Clarenceux was the illegally invaded by another Perſon, 
for in the Funeral of the Earl of Eſſex General of the Forces raiſed by the 
Parliament, ſolemnized on the 2 2d of Off. 1646, and publiſhed by chat 
Authority, Edu. By Eſq; is named Garter, Arthur Squibb Eſq, Claren- 
ceux, William Ryley Elq; Norroy, George Owen Eſq; Tork Herald, Fohn 
Beauchamp Portcullis, William Croume wag. 0s * and Fobn Watſon Blew- 
mantle. This Squibb was promoted by the aſſumed Authority of this Par- 
liament, upon the © Endeavours of his Son in Law John Ghm a noted 
and leading Member, while Sir William Le Neve Clarenceux waited accord- 
ing to the Duty of his Allegiance on the King at Oxford: This Squibb died 
within few Years, whereupon the Commiſſioners according to the Power 

given them (as they ſtile themſelves) by Ordinance of Parliament, did on 
the 12th of June 1650 appoint f Edward Bysſbe Eſq; Garter to execute 
alſo the Office, and bear the Name of Clarenceux, with all Fees; Stipends,

' XIII. Some Memorials of the Life of Mr. Aſemoſe, and alſo of Sir 111.

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rinted at length wich Italick Characters in the Margin; and though the 
ſame Royal Declaration hath been continued in the Patents of the ſucceed- 
ing Garters, in the fame Poſition after the Grant and Habendum, yet under 
the Umbrage of this Clauſe, ſuch an unlimited Power hath been exerted 
over one of them, thar the two Provincial Kings were by Warrants from 
a late Deputy to the moſt Noble Officer mentioned in his Clauſe, com- 
manded to grant Arms jointiy, though from the View of theſe Inſtruments 
it appeared, that one of theſe Provincials, in every Inſtance, acted with- 
out his own Diſtrict, and within the Territories of the other; and by this 
Means Garter principal King of Arms, without the Charge of Diſability 
or Misfeaſance, was for a conſiderable Tract of Time entirely excluded from 
executing one of the moſt beneficial Articles of his Function, declared to 
be his Right by the very Conſtitutions of this moſt noble Order. 

The critical Rules of writing an Hiſtory of the Succeſſion in this| 
Office, may not ſtrictly juſtify the entring into a Debate, touching the 
true Import, and Interpretation of this Clauſe, and in Truth the Diſ- 
cuſſion of that Point, would take up too great a Compaſs in this Place. 
But ſince all Authorities and Powers either incident to Offices, or dele- 
gated by the Crown are Branches of Property, and included within the 
Notion of Meum & Tuum, it cannot therefore be eſteemed any Breach of 
Decency, or good Manners, if Garter, whenever he ſhall apprehend him- 
ſelf aggrieved, ſhould according to the Nature of the Truſt repoſed in him, 
attempt to vindicate the Rights of his Office in a Treatiſe for that Purpoſe, 
with Softneſs of Expreſſions, and a reſpectful Deference; for it cannot be 
n Ner- he ſhould ramely relinquiſh them our of a ſervile Fear of offending 
any Perſon whatever. Garter cannot but aſſure himſelf from the Honour 
and Juſtice of the molt noble Prince the Duke of Norfolk, Hereditary Earl 
Marſtal, and Marjhal of England, and from his Grace's ſtrict and invio- 
lable Regard to the Principles of Morality, that he ſhall not incurr his 
Diſpleaſure in aſſerting the Rights of this Office of Garter, but that he 
ſhall rather recommend? himſelf to his Graces Approbation, as having 
diſcharged che Duty of his humble and faithful Servant, a Servant to whom 
his Maſters Rights have ever been, and ever will be as dear as his own, 
and whoſe Intereſts he is under the moſt invincible Engagements to con- 

ſult, as well from the ſtrongeſt Ties of Gratitude, as the higheſt perſonal 
Eſteem.

iſtinct Circuits, wherein there was obſerved, as the Civilians term it, a 
revention in the Article of granting Arms, that is a Priority in executing 
at Authority between him, and the Provincial; with this Reſtriction 
nly, chat the Grants of Arms by either Provincial within his own 
arches was to be void and of none Effect, if the ſame was not regi- 
red with the Garter within a limited Time. To avoid ſuch and other 
Inconveniencies. that might ariſe by this Concurrency of Juriſdiction, it 
was a frequent Practice for Garter and each Provincial to enter into Agree- 
ments by Indentures, to join in ſuch Grants with Regard to the particu- 
lar Marches ; and thus the Provinces were kept ſeparate and without any 
Confuſion: But in Caſe the Grantee had a Reſidence in both the Pro- 
vinces, (which is allowed by the common and civil Laws,) then Garter 
hath joined with both Provincials, as in the Grants to Clergymen thus 
beneficed, in which all theſe Kings, being intereſted in different Reſpects 
acted within the Circuits of their own Spheres ; and for the ſame Rea- 
ſon. theſe may all join without any Invaſion upon their ſeparate Rights,

Thus this Place of Garter was granted ſuc- 
ceſſively to three Perſons in the Decline of their Ages, when it might 
have been imagined, each of them ſhould have contracted their Thoughts, 
and much rather have retired from the Fatigues of the Offices they then 
enjoyed, than engaged themſelves in farther Ones by undertaking to pre- 
fide at the Helm. As the Branches of the Functions of Garter are many 
and of large Extent, ſo ſeveral of them require a Briskneſs, Vigour, and 
Reſolution in the perſonal Execution of them, for whenever theſe ſhall be 
exerciſed by the Direction or Adminiſtration of inferior Officers, during 
any Inſufficiency of the Principal, in Abilities, either of Underſtanding,

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whereon their Predeceſſors for ſome Incumbencies have been non-reſident, 
in which Circumſtances they frequently find, not only a Dilapidation of 
he Houſes, but (if it may be ſo termed) of the Rights too, which are 
ot retrievable without great Application. 

It hath been obſerved how careful Sir William Dugdale was, that the In- 
ention of Sir Edward I aller in the Donation of ſome Manuſcripts ſhould 
be made effectual, which occaſions the mentioning another Legacy. 
r. Camden Clarenceux in his Will written with his own Hand, made the 
ollowing Deviſe, © as for my Books and Papers, my Will is, that 
Sir Robert Cotton of Conington Knight and Baronet ſhall have the firſt 
View of them, that he may take out ſuch as I borrowed of him, and 
I bequearh unto him all my imprinted Books, and Manuſcripts, ex- 
cept ſuch as concern Arms and Heraldry, the which with all my an- 
tient Seals I bequeath unto my Succeſſor in the Office of Clarenceux, 
Provided that whereas they coſt me much, that he ſhall give to my 
Cozen John Wyat Painter ſuch Sum of Money, as Mr. Garter and 
Mr. Norroy for the Time being ſhall think meet, and alſo that he leave 
them to his Succeſſor in the Office of Clarenceux.” Though he under- 
ood not the Niceties of the Law, yet he was the moſt competent Judge 
the Value of the Particulars deviſed, and takes Care to exprels that they 
oft him much, and by a Note in his? Annals of King James, it appears that 
one Parcel which belonged to Lancaſter-Herald, who died 19 Nov. 1613, 
that is to Nicholas Charles] coſt him ninety Pounds. What other Col- 
ections he had by his Induſtry recovered, and what particular Treatiſes he 
left in his own Writing, the Editor knows not; however it is not only cer- 
tain that Sir Richard St. George ſucceeded him in the Title of Clarenceux, but 
that ſeveral, if not all of theſe Books which belonged to Nicholas Charles, 
with Books of Genealogies in the Handwriting of Mr. Camden, were in 
the Cuſtody of this Sir Henry St. George, who while he was Garter,

frequently promiſed to bequeath them to the College by his Will, wherein 
as it is aid, there is only a Reſervation to diſpoſe of them, as he ſhoul 
think fir, by a future Codicil, which was never made, fo that it is no

It is Time to proceed to the other Particulars mentioned by Mr. A/>mole, 
the Oath, Enſign, Badge, Privileges, Penſion, and Duties of this Offi- 
er. There remains little to be added, ro what he hath ſaid about the 
ach, though it ſhould be obſerved, no Clauſe was ever inſerted into the 
atent of Garter, certifying his taking the Oath, as was continued in the 
ontemporary Patents of the Provincial Kings, during ſeveral Reigns, 
herein was a Paragraph of the following Tenour. “ Qui quiden — — 
© ad humc ſlatum nobis, præſentibus onmibus aliis Regibus, & Heraldis, & quam- 
ce plurimis Magnatibus, & Tide dignis regui noſiri Angliæ prediff.e time co- 
« ram nobis aſtantibus, & ſpecialiter per nos ad hoc wocatis, adbibitis ſolen- 
ce nitatibus requiſitis & conſuetis, ſuper ſanita Dei Evangelia ſolenie præſtitit 
ce ſacramentum, which Certificate was likewiſe in the Patent of Glouceſter 
King of Arms, erected by Rich. III for the Dominion of Wales, and alſo 
in the Patents of thoſe Clarenceux's who had the Fortune to be * promoted 
to that Place from the Province of Norroy. The Reaſon is obvious, be- 
auſe Garter was obliged to take his Oath in a Manner, different from theſe 
Provincials, which was to be taken in ! Preſence of the Sovereign, and the 
Companions of this Order, where it was adminiſtred to him by the Re- 
iſter. However Sir Gilbert Dethick ſeems to have taken his Oath before 
the Sovereign, out of a Chapter, if a“ Ritual may be credited, though 
the Authority of that Inſtrument may juſtly be queſtioned, in that it ſpe- 
ciſies the reading of his Patent, which in Fact did not paſs under the Great 
Seal, till ſome Days after the Date of that Ceremonial of his Creation. 
All the ſucceeding Garters were (as it may be ſuppoſed) ſworn in Chap- 
ters, and the Memorials of ſeveral of them are regiſtred in the Annals: 
Which hath been adjudged a ſufficient ” legal Creation without any other 
Method of Inveſtiture, though ſome latter Officers have indiſcreetly ſub- 
mitted to receive the 2 of it, by Virtue of a Commiſſion under 
the Sign Manual. 5 
Mr. Aſemole hath confined himſelf only to the Mantle, Rod, and Badge, 
which are the late Symbols of Garter relative to this Order; ro which En- 
ſigns this Officer hath had a Right ſince the Inſtitution of them, ex- 
e of all other Officers of Arms; but he alſo participates with other 
Kings of Arms in all the other Habits, belonging in general to the Pro- 
feſſion. From this Variety of Robes thus uſed by Garter on different Occa- 
ſions, an Argument was brought to prove, that he had two ſeparate di-

But this Subject of the Diverſity of 
ffices, harh been * already touched upon, and is not worth any farther 
onſideration, for it is but the ſame Man and the fame Officer till, 
hough he appears every Day in a different Suit of Cloths. 
The Character of an Offcer of Arms belonging to an Order, might be 


mination in his Habit, taken from any Emblems of the Order: But as 
ſuch Officers have been likewiſe employed in foreign Parts to defy Princes, 
roclaim Wars, ſummon Towns to ſurrender, i at Home to declare Re- 
bels Ge. it became abſolutely neceſſary, that on ſuch Occaſions, they 
ſhould be inveſted in ſuch Habits, which by the Laws of Nations pro-| 
rected them in thoſe critical Meſſages. And as Garter hath thus / fre- 
quently officiated, it may not be foreign to inſert fome Obſervations 
briefly upon the Tabert, and all his other Enſigns, which indeed deſerve a larger 
Diſſertation, that would be inſtruCtive, and not wholly unentertaining. 
If the Sovereign and Nobility had continued the antient Practice of 
Wearing their Coat-Arms embroidered upon their Surcoats, the Dignity 
and Grandour of the upper Veſtment of the Heralds, muſt have affected 
he Eyes of the By-ſtanders in ſuch Manner, as to have left on them laſt- 
ng Impreſſions of Reverence for their Perſons ; But that Mode being al- 
cred, it is not to be wondered, that the vulgar People, who are moſtly 
overned by Appearances, ſhovild upon the firſt Sight of an Herald at 
ome Diſtance, entertain the ſame confuſed Notion of his Habit, as if they 
Id a Gentleman walking the Streets in the common Apparrel of his 
ceſtors, worn under the Reigns of the old Henry's and Edward's; Burt 
ough common Spectators may not have ſuch a Meaſure of Knowledge 
in Antiquities to be aſcertained, that theſe Veſtments of the Heralds were 
the real military Robes, worn formerly by the Sovereigns themſelves, yer 
upon a nearer Inſpection, as ſoon as they ſhould perceive the Royal Arms 
wrought upon them, they cannot bur retain ſome civil Reſpect for thoſe 
who wear them; But it will never be credited without Proof, that in the 
laſt Century, a venerable judge ſhould upon the incident naming of He- 
ralds in a Caſe, where they were not Plaintiffs or Defendants, term 
them Gentlemen in Fools Coats, which ſeems to have been an haſty Expreſ- 
ſion, if not dropt upon ſome private Reſentment: For though it will be 
allowed, that an Habit, how ſplendid ſoever, avails little, when either the 
Man who wears it, or his Profeſſion is grown out of Faſhion; yet the 
Wearing the outward Robes of the Prince, hath been eſteemed by the? Con-

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After ſuch Dreams the Editor would interpoſe a modeſt Conjecture into 
the Retirements of Antiquity, if that Liberty may be excuſed in one, 
who is very ſenſible how weak his Talents are in ſearching into ſuch ob- 
cure Matters, which he ſhall with great Satisfaction retract, whenever any 
more probable Opinion ſhall be propounded. 

Two learned“ Authors have given their Sentiments, that Heralds were 
inſtitured, and the Doctrine about Coat Arms reduced into ſome imper- 
fect Sort of Syſtem, during the Cruſades to the holy Land: In ſome of 
heſe Journies, the ” Princes and Perſons of diſtinguiſhed Quality wore Ta- 
arts enſigned with their reſpective Coat Arms; and we likewiſe know, 
hat even the common Souldiets wore Croſſes of divers Colours on their 
Jabits, which diſtinguiſhed them according to their native Countries; fo 
hat in all Probability Coat Arms may not owe their Original to any 
ſtentation or Vanity, but were at firſt aſſumed out of ſome Sort of Ne- 
eſſity, for a viſible Diſtinction of Perſons in ſuch Expeditions, which con- 
ſiſted of Princes of different Languages, who had joined their Forces in 
a common Alliance; and as theſe Princes by Reaſon of the great Number 
their reſpective Armies, were thereby compelled co be frequently at con- 
ſiderable Diſtances from each other, ſo that upon any ſudden Accident, it be- 
ame abſolutely neceſſary to communicate Notice of ſuch an Emergency, 
with Haſte and Secrecy, to all the Principals of the whole pK an 
together with the proper Meaſures which were judged fir to be imme- 
diately executed, in Order to prevent the ill Conſequences, that might 
otherwiſe follow from ſuch an Event; ſeveral Incidents of this Nature, mult 
of courſe happen in an Army conliſting of ſeveral Nations, that could 
not admit the leaſt Delay: And ſince in theſe Times of the Cruſades, the Art 
of writing was not in all Probability very common among Generals; may 
it be conjectured, that under Circumſtances of ſuch Cogency, the Princes 
engaged in theſe Enterpriſes, ſhould by common Conſent enter into any 
Conſultation for an Expedient, to give Sanction to verbal Meſſages deli- 
vered in their Names; and if this Suppoſition might be granted, theſe Sove- 
reigns and Generals, who were themſelves thus diſtinguiſhed by their Sur- 
coats of Arms, could not poſſibly have pitched upon, or contrived any 
more viſible Symbol to anſwer that End, than by inveſting their Meſſen- 
gers with the ſame Tabart they wore themſelves, which being univerſally 
known throughout the whole Army, might ſerve them for their Paſsports, 
and Protections, and likewiſe be a ſufficient Credence for an Audience, and 
to verify all Meſſages tranſmitted by Word of Mouth: But if this Practice 
ſhould not be conceived to be firſt introduced by any expreſs Determina- 
tion of Princes, yet it is indiſputable, that it ſoon obtained the general 
[Conſens of the civilized ua N by whom theſe Officers were admitted, 
and to ſuch a Degree, that the ill Treatment of any Officer of Arms thus 
habited, was eſteemed by them a Violation of the Laws of Nations; to

Theſe Tabarts rendered theſe Officers inviolable in Time of War, as the 
Eſcutcheon gave them the like Immunity in Times of Peace: Theſe were 
eir Paſsports, ſafe Conducts, and Credentials; and ſince theſe had the 
like Efficacy in theſe diſtin& Seaſons, ſome ſhort Proofs thereof will be 
found intermixed in the following Diſcourſe. 

It may be ſome Sort of Entertainment to recite the Precedent of e uip- 
ping a fictitious Herald, which will be a full Proof, that real Officers of 
Arms inveſted in their Tabarts, did not want any other Paſsports or Cre- 
dentials, becauſe one equipped only with a Tabert, Eſcutcheon, and other 
Enſigns to perſonate an Herald was allowed an Admittance to an Au- 
dience in Time of War, without any farther Examination. The Narra- 
tive of it may be conſulted at large in that judicious Hiſtorian * Commines, 
who bore a Fart in dreſſing out this ſuppoſititious Officer, though this pert 
Fellow had the leſs Occaſion for ſuch Aſſiſtance, if Bodin be exact in his 
Relation, that Lewis Xl, who adventured on this Expedient, did out of Par- 


baſſadour, (whoſe Name he changed from Oliver the Devil into ” Dam, 
hough the ” former had been the Surname of antient Families in ſeveral 
Kingdoms,) and his Phyſician (to whom he ſhewed the greateſt Liberality) 
r bis Chancellour. It is no Wonder this King ſhould ſtoop to ſuch a 
low Shift to fave his Money, and not. retain an Herald with the Allowance 
of an handſome Salary, who was fo very frugal, as to cauſe new Sleeves 
to be made to amend his old Doublets, and his Boots to be oyled, and 
even appeared at an Interview with the King of Caſtile, in a / plain Drabb 
Coat and a grealy Hat. / Mezeray indeed thinks, there was a Fetch of 
Policy concealed under this Subſtitution of an Herald, that in Caſe this 
new faſhioned Officer had met with any Repulſe, or ill Treatment from 
our Edu.

ormalities, which were then ſettled by Conſent of Nations and well 
nown, ' which it would be foreign here to enumerate ; from theſe Employ-

It would take the Compals of a 
arge Chapter to collect the Inſtances of theſe Particulars which lie ſcattered 
up and down in Hiſtories, out of which one Example will be here ſelected,

o an Herald upon Terms. When Clarenceux and Guieme had delivered 
cir Defiances to the Emperor Charles V, he upon the Spot acquainted the 
ench Officer, that Francis his Maſter had broken his Word, and that he 
ould maintain it by ſingle Combat, which Speech being notified to the 
French King, he returned a * Cartell in writing by Dauphme his own Herald, 
at the End whereof was this Clauſe . Pourquoy puisque contre verite vous 
ce Nous avex voulu charger, deſormais ne nous ecrivez aucune choſe, mais nous 
ce aſſurex le camp &c. upon the Delivery whereof, the Emperor demanded a 
Conduct to ſend an Herald, and therefore when the Emperor's Herald was 
mitted to an Audience, the French King inſiſted that Conduct was con- 
tional, and limited only to the bringing an Appointment of the Camp 
cording to the Cartel. The Lord Herbert relates, that the Emperor

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nducted to Paris, he would there have worn his Coat of Arms, but was 
ot ſuffered, it being told him, it was Coſa de un San Nicholas de Aldea, 
hich he interprets, a Thing not to be ſhewn but upon Holy-Days, or in a 
Country Church, againſt which Uſage this Herald proteſted, as being con- 
trary to the Privileges of his Place. It would be improper to enter into 
the Diſpute between the French and Spaniſo Hiſtorians, through whoſe De- 
fault this Challenge did not take Effect, ſince the Execution of ſuch a 
Project ſeems not very conſiſtent with the Rules of Prudence on either 
Side; yet as to the preſent Purpoſe it may be obſerved from this Narrative, 
that though Charles V had at firſt demanded a ſafe Conduct for his Herald, 
however upon Recollection he thought it a ſuperabundant Precaution. 
Another Example may be added, touching the Conduct of an Englifs 
Officer, which being a memorable Tranſaction ſhould be related with all 
its Circumſtances, Au whence we may learn, that as the Eſcutcheon was 
an Immunity in Time of Peace, ſo the Tabart gave the like Privilege in 
Time of War. Norroy King of Arms in 155 7, having entred the City of 


Reims habited in a Gown of black Cloth, and having a Commiſſion ſigned 
y our Queen to defy the King of France, and having notified the ſame to the 

nſtable Montmorency, (who was at that Time Knight of the Garter) it 
as demanded of him by that great Miniſter of State, whether he under- 
ſtood the Duty of his Function, and by what Road he had entred into 
that Kingdom, and to what Governours of the Frontiers he had diſcovered 
either his Profeſſion, or the Occaſion of his Journey ; and upon the whole 
it was inſiſted, that for theſe Defects, he had juſtly incurred the Forfeiture 
of his Life. Our Officer anſwered, that he landed at Bologne, and pro- 
ceeded forwards, having his Eſcutcheon conſtantly on his Breaſt, and for that 
Reaſon conceived he had no ways tranſgreſſed in any Article of his Duty, 
becauſe the Peace was then ſubſiſting between the two Kingdoms; a pub-

Promittentes bona fide & in verbo regio nos ra- 
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t ſeems not to mean any Diploma from the King of France, becauſe a ſafe 
Conduct for an Herald to enter into his Kingdom could not be re- 
quired in Time of Peace, ſince an Officer of Arms is not under Obliga- 
tion to ask ſuch Security to qualify, or indemnify him in bringing any 
Meflage to the adverſe Sovereign, even during the Heat of War; and 
upon this Account it hath been cenſured as a Breach of the Law of Na- 
tions, when any one of the Princes engaged in War, hath prohibited the 
Heralds of the adverſe Party to enter his Dominions without his previous 
Conſent, and it hath been aſſerted to be one of the Functions of Heralds, 
to ſollicite and obtain ſafe Conducts for Embaſſadors in Times of Hoſti- 
liry, and for that Reaſon Officers of Arms have been permitted the Free- 
dom to enter with Safety into Places, where Embaſſadors had no Right 
to approach without an antecedent Licence. 

Their Tabarts were ſuch ſufficient ſafe # Conducts in Time of War, 
that the aſſigning an Officer to convoy Perſons, was eſteemed of & equal 
Validity with Letters Patents under the Great Seal. Hen. VIII in Dec.

The former Prince in his 7th Year, iſſued Money to * Norroy 0 
buy him chree Vards of Velvet, when he was ſent to the Duke of Bur- 
gundy. Our Kings alſo frequently preſented foreign Officers of Arms wich 
Velvet, and Scarlet, and the Charge thereof is inſerted in the Accoun 
whereas it had been much more proper to have given them that Money 
directly, than to have laid it out in Materials, which if they could not 
wear, would be of no other Advantage than by the Sale of them at Diſ- 
count. In the 5th of Ed. IV, the* Neapolitan Herald received five Pounds 
in the Price of a Piece of Scarlet ro make him a Gown: The Emperor's 
Herald had? eight Pounds in the Price of 13 Yards of black Velvet.

A learned £ Biſhop taking Notice, that Princes uſed to 
give the Coats they wore to the Poets, aſſigns a Reaſon for it, that theſe 
Princes were ſo tranſported with the Excellency of the Oompoſitions recited 
to them, that they could not defer ing their Liberality, and having 
nothing nearer at Hand than their own Robes, immediately gave them, 
in ſuch Manner, as it is reported, that ſome Saints diſtributed their own

Eſcutcheon or Scutcheon is derived from the Latin Word 
Scutum, which properly ſignifies a Shield: And becauſe armorial Enſigns 
were uſually engraven or painted upon Shields, this Word hath been uſed 
by Writers to 8 fach Bearings. Upton * expreſſes theſe Jewels of che 
Officers of Arms by this Word Scutum, and explains the different Man- 
ners of wearing them by Curſors, Chevauchers, Purſevants, and Heralds

have worn their Crowns only upon Occaſions of their publick Entries 
into the Parliament-Chamber, however in the Sculpture, which exhibits 
Hen. VIII thus ſitting on his Throne © crowned in Majeſty, Garter King 
of Arms is bare-headed. And it is ſuppoſed that for the latter Centu- 
ries theſe Kings of Arms after the Ceremonies of their own Creations 
were finiſhed, have only worn their Crowns at the Coronations of Kings 
and Queens. 5 
If © Chaucer did not indulge himſelf in a Poetical Licence, Kings of 
Arms in his Age wore Crowns at Tilts, and indeed a! Ritual of the Juſts 
between the Baſtard of Burgundy and the Lord Scales informs us, that four 
Kings of Arms were then placed at the Corners within the Rails thus

his white Rod might be firſt allowed to Garter, in Contradiſtinction only 
to the Black Rod carried by the Gentleman Uſher in that Order, who hath 
his Denomination from it, and in Truth was an Officer of much earlicr 
Inſtitution than Garter, and whoſe Buſineſs it was to apprehend and arreſt 
any Knights Companions, who tranſgreſſed againſt the Statutes : But 
though a white Rod might well be eſteemed the Signal of Joy, ſince our 
municipal Law hath reckoned it the Emblem of ? Peace; yet conſidering 
the Similitude and Analogy throughout all Kingdoms in Matters re- 
lating to Officers of Arms, it may be ſuppoſed, that this Symbol of a 
white Rod was rather allowed to Garter in Correſpondence to a general 
Cuſtom, than given him ſingly with a View to the Black Rod; though 
{ir muſt be confiſed that the Banner on the Rod of Garter, is relative to 
the Order. 

Kings of Arms in Hungary, Bohemia, Norway, Suedeland, Poland, and 
in other Places (whereof Inſtances will be ſoon given) had Rods, which 
many Authors term / Scepters. The firſt Commentators upon the Inſti- 
tution of Heralds according to the legendary Drapery of their Ages, derived 
the Deſcent of theſe Rods from the Caduceus, the Symbol of Peace aſcribed 
by che Pagan Theology to Mercury, whom they gravely denominate the 
Herald of the Gods; and if they had known, that the Pater Patratus the 
chief of the Roman Fecials, held a Scepter at the confirming Treaties of 
Peace to ſupply the Abſence of the Statue of Jupiter, they would gene- 
rally have contemned that Original as of ſlender Antiquity, though indeed 
one of theſe Writers is contented to aſcribe this Inſtitution to a * Decree 
of Julius on There could be no Apology made for quoting ſuch 
Dreams, unleſs we were thereby aſſured, that Rods had been the known 
Enſigns of Heralds in theſe Ages, when theſe credulous Authors thus rack d 
their Inventions to deduce the Pedigree of them. But no Cenſure is 
hereby intended to be laid on ſeveral latter Writers, who in their Latin 
Hiſtories, have expreſſed theſe Officers by the Term Cadzceatores. 

But to deſcend to Facts, there are ſeveral Solemnities of Funerals pub- 
liſhed in Sculpture. La Ruelle printed that of Charles Duke of Lorain, 
where Sicily King of Arms is figured with a Rod reſembling a Marſhal's 
Staff, called there baculum Feciale ; whereas the Heralds and Purſivants then 
attending are without any Rods: At the Funeral of the Emperor Charles 
V, che principal Officer Toiſon d'or is drawn with a Rod not enſigned with 
a Crown, and the Heralds and Purſivants are without any Rods; and in

at the Proclamation of the King: We find the firſt King of Arms at the 
7 Inauguration of Ch. ii. to the Dutchy of Brabant 2.4 Febr. 1666, carried 
his Caduceus ſurmounred with a Royal Crown. 

Theſe Precedents relate only to Kings of Arms, but then there are Ex- 
preſſions in ſome Hiſtorians, that Heralds were in Poſſeſſion of the fame 
Privilege of Rods, though ir may be not improbable, that theſe Wri- 
ters in ſeveral of theſe Caſes uſed the Term Herald according to the uſual 
Senſe, wherein it hath been and ſtill is, frequently attributed to and in- 
cludes Kings of Arms: Therefore the Herald who © bore © bacillum liliis 
« diſtintlum, when he ſummoned the Baron de Soubize, might be of this 
ſuperior Order; as alſo the © duo Regii Heroldi, who held Rods in their 
Hands at the © Funeral of 7 ſecond King of Denmark; and the 

Heralds of Auſtria, Hungary, andi Bohemia, who carried white Rods at 
e Emperor's Election might be of, he ſame Claſlis, if at that Time there 
as any real Diſtinction between Kings of Arms and Heralds in Auſtria. 
owever the French Authors (as it will he ſoon ſhewn) allow Rods to 
eir Heralds with ſome Diſtinction in the Form of them, which might 
e an Uſage peculiar to that Realm; for Ihough Charolois Herald uſed a 
white Rod at a Tilt in 1449, yet it doth not follow, that he certainly 

re it as an Incident to his Heraldſhip, buy might then uſe it as being ap- 
ointed to attend at that Time within the Iſts to part the Combatants, fo 
uch Perſons * carried long Rods fig chat Purpoſe; otherwiſe he might 
hen have been a Marſhal to ſomeghifig of Arms, and thereby entituled 
o a Rod; and we know in Fact, that an Herald by that Title was in

Such Marſhals were doubtleſs ſettled in all Kingdoms, wherein the Fra- 
ernity of Officers of Arms was allowed; we have ſeveral uncontroulable 
vidences of this Uſage within this Realm. Richard Spenſer Herald was 
Marſhal del South in 7 Rich.

ſon ; thus foreign Earls were ſerved as Dukes, 
and foreign Barons as Earls, EF. 11. penes me 
p. 27. which in all N was obſerved in 

Arms; thus Normandy Kin 

of Arms, at the Coronation of our Henry VII. 
went in front or in breaſt with our Garter, C. 5, 
penes me b. 78, though there is no doubt but the 
Engliſh Provincial Kings attended, becauſe there 
were Liveries prepared for them. Regiſtr. B. penes 
Remem, Regi. J. 257. thus Toiſon went with Garter 
Aſhm. p. 348. where the Provincials are not men- 
tioned: and in the Proceſſion 1 Fac. I. in the Or- 
der of the Garter, Lyon King of Arms proceeds with 
Clarencienx, Aſhme p. 345 ; but though it is not ſpe- 
cified on which Hand, yet it * e ſuppoſed he 
was on the Right, becauſe in the Warrant for pre- 
paring Coats for theſe Officers, DHyon is placed im- 
mediately after Garter, before Clarencieux and Nor- 
roy, Lib. Signet. apud Whiteball, May 1603. and he 
is thus placed in the Partition-books, p. 92. fo 
that probably there was not any abſolute Neceſſity 
in the Articles of Union, for a Clauſe touching the 
Settling his Precedency, to be reſerved to the De- 
termination of the Sovereign. 

As to the Cuſtoms in Foreign Parts particularly

And here it may not 
be improperly remembered, that Princes were formerly pleaſed to admit 
the Heralds to wait upon them at their ” Tables in a near Degree of Ac- 
ceſs, and to diſcourſe with them familiarly upon / Topicks of nice Na- 
tures within the Compals of their Functions. 
Ir is needleſs ro produce other Arguments to prove that theſe Officers 
were, and (till are Servants to the Crown in the Royal Houſehold, becauſe 
it may be reaſonably ſuppoſed, this Honour will not be denied to them. 
In ſeveral Inſtruments from the Crown inſerted in this Work, Garter is 
rermed the King's truſty and welbeloved Servant, and the like Appella- 
tions have been given to other Officers of Arms, and upon this Founda- 
tion the Petition of Treſwell one of the Heralds to be diſcharged from 
an Arreſt during the Seſſion of Parliament, was received by the Houſe of 
Lords in 43 Eliz. However the Stile in the Preamble to the Patents of 
Kings of Arms, which hath been continued for ſome Centuries, ſhould 
not be here paſſed over unobſerved, * Mod inter cæteros Officiarios, & 
« Miniſtros, quos Principum lateribus pro eorum magnificentia atq, gloria ad- 
ec herere decet &c.” Since it not only aſſerts their immediate Service and 
Attendance upon the Perſon of the Sovereign, but happens to correſpond 
with the chief Deſcription, that the“ Civil Law gives of the Method, 
whereby Nobility or Gentry is obtained, cum Imperator aliquem ad in- 
« perialis lateris comitatum admittit.” | 
Our Common * Lawyers agree, that ſeveral Offices in the Royal Houſe- 
hold confer the Title and Addition of Gentlemen to thoſe who execute 
them, and lay down a Rule, that in Caſe ſuch Officers loſe theſe their 
Places, they return to be-Yeomen, in Caſe they had not a previous Right 
to Gentry by Birth. The ? Treatiſe Entituled The Definition of an Eſquire 
concurs, with the Addition of the Manner, whereby this Gentry is con- 
veyed, and upon what Incident it may be loſt. © Such Eſquires as bear- 
. « ing Office in the Common Wealth, or in the King's Houſe, are there- 
cc fore called and reputed to be Eſquires, as the Sergeants at the Law, the 
« Eſcheators in every Shire, and in the King's Houſe the Heralds of Arms, 
« the Sergants of Arms, and the Sergants of every Office, who have the 
« Collar of S. S. given them, but having no Arms, that Degree dieth with 
« them, and their Iſſue is not ennobled. According then to this Do- 
G ctrine, the Heralds either by Virtue of their Offices, or by the Reception of 
this Collar are matriculated into the Rank of Gentry, which is ſaid to be 
cceſſory only to their Offices, and conſequently temporary, being ſubject 
an Extinction upon a Reſignation, or Diſcharge from the Office.

Some Obſervations witn Regard to theſe Articles, as they relate to the 
eralds particularly, will be tranſiently here inſerted, without determining 

ny Thing poſitively on theſe Subjects: It ſhould be premiſed, that for the 

upport of the Civil Government, and the Order of Society, Perſons have 

cen diſtinguiſhed into ſeveral States, Degrees, or Qualities, and that with- 

in this Kingdom for ſome Ages, the Title of an Eſquire hath imported a 
. _— to Gentry, (or at leaſt the higheſt Degree of Gentry,) and 
cludes that State by Way of Involution, fo as every Eſquire is a Gentle- 
an. | 

The deriving the Right of an Eſquireſhip by Birth and Extraction is 
without the Compals of the preſent Enquiry, but the legal Method of 
acquiring it, is now to be conſidered, and this flows from the Favour and 
Donation of the Sovereign either expreſſed in Letters Patents, or by the Ce- 
remony of Creation in which ſome Symbol is delivered, that according 
o the Laws and Cuſtoms of Honour conveys this Title, or otherwiſe by 

e Grant of ſome Office. 

That there were ſome * Enſigns delivered by the Crown upon the Crea- 
ion of an Eſquire appears from a Record, and Upron who lived under 
Hen. VI is particular, that the King of England gave the * Collar of S. S. 
being his Livery, to the Perſon whom he ennobled, which Word is 

ot confined to that ſtrict Uſage whereby the Term Nobiliry hath 
deen frequently uſed in this Kingdom to ſignify only the Peerage, but 
he takes it in its largeſt Senſe, — it comprehends the lower Titles 
of Eſquires and Gentlemen, and without doubt he deſigned to include 
eralds, becauſe in another Place (which will be ſoon quoted) he is very 
plicite, that upon the Creation of an Herald, the Sovereign ſhall emoble 
im, and in this general Acceptation even the chief Juſtice ® himſelf in that 


Reign uſed the Term Nobilis. At that Time alſo a judge delivered his 


Opinion, that though a Writ indeed might lie againſt the Sergeant of the 
King's Kitchin by the Name of Cook, yet he had a Collar and was a Gentle- 


man, (that is, in his Sentiments, ſuch an Addition would anſwer the Di- 


rections of the Statute 1 Hen. V. c. 5. which mentions Myſteries as well 
as States, ) whereon another Judge forthwith obſerved, that it would however 
be a Grieyance, and Diminution to the Officers in the Royal Houſchold 
to denominate them in this Manner from their Employments only. A 
late 4 Dutch Author takes Notice of the Effect of theſe Collars, and there 
will be no Occaſion here to * repeat the Donation of them, to thoſe by 
hoſe Courage the famous Victory was obtained at Agincourt, or that theſe 
ollars were given by our Monarchs of the Lancaſlrian Line to their Do- 
meſticks, wt. to others, as their Badge, Livery, or Deviſe.

Thus theſe Collars delivered to the Kings and Heralds of Arms, did 
as it is here alledged) virtually and tacitly advance them to the Degree of 
(quires : But it ſhould be remarked that theſe Collars were not appropriated 
to theſe Heralds as Symbols of their Profeſſion, like to their Tabarts, and 
ome other Enſigns; for other Officers in the Houſchold who were Eſquires 
articipated with them in the like Honour of receiving thoſe Collars, 
hich by the Favour of the Crown were likewiſe granted (as it hath been 
lready ſhewn) to ſeveral other Perſons not reſident in the Houſehold. 
But in Caſe Heralds had not received theſe Collars, yer it may be ſup- 
oſed, they became ennobled, even by Virtue of their Offices, to which 
they were ſolemnly created: For Creation (as the Chief Juſtice ] Coke ob- 
ſerved) is a Term applied ro the conferring Offices of Dignity, which 
have Honour annexed to them; whilſt other Officers of great Authori 
are only ſaid to be conſtituted; and it hath been judicially 3 
that the Heralds have ſuch8 Dignity by Virtue of their Offices, which are 
Part of their very Names; and hence doubtleſs it was, that the Epithet 
of * Noble was attributed to them in Addreſſes and Compellations. 
This Eſquireſhip thus acquired by the Heralds, according to the former 
Authorities was extinguiſhed with the Loſs of their Offices; but by the 
Way, it muſt be remembred, that the Removal or Diſmiſſion of He- 
ralds from their Profeſſions is contrary to the antient Rules, by which 
heir i Characters could only be effaced by actual Degradations upon Com- 
iſſions of ſuch Crimes, as would of themſelves have corrupted, and deter- 
ined their Gentry : But this Abolition of their Gentry is here reſtrained, 
o the Suppoſition that theſe Heralds had no Arms,” in which Caſe it is faid 
eir Poſteriry remained ignoble, or returned to Yeomen. It was the Cu- 
om as long ſince as under the Reign of Rich. II, that Heralds ſhould 
pon their Creations take Arms, (which were often alluſive to the Functions 
their Faculties,) and ſuch Arms were to be born by them and their De- 
cendants, wherein * John de Bado Aureo (or rather de Vado aureo as his 
urname is ſometimes ſpelled thus, latinized probably for John of Guild- 
ord) is very expreſs, and Upton under Hen. VI is more * large, that the 
Sovereign upon the Creation of an Herald ſhall ennoble him, ſettle a 
ompetent Maintenance upon him, and aſſign to him and his Heirs con- 
gruous Arms, and in another ” Place he reports an Injunction on theſe Offi- 
to tranſmit their Arms to their Heirs, that they might not be ignoble;

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us, that ſeveral Witneſſes in the Caſe between Gray and Haſtings depoſed 
they were Gentlemen by Anceſtry or Race, notwitſtanding they had not 
any Right to Coat Arms: And it is ſomewhat ſtrange, he ſhould omir 
the Teſtimony of another Perſon examined in the ſame Diſpute, who gives 
he Reaſon of that Defect of Arms, becauſe none of his * Anceſtors, or 
he himſelf had been in any military Expeditions. 
Let it be admitted, that the Title of an Eſquire obtained by an Office 
only, may according to the ſtrict Acceptation of that Word be perſonal, 
and determine with the Owner, yet it would not be a ſingular Inſtance, 
at the State of a Gentleman which was involved in that Title of an 
Eſquire, and even in the ? higheſt Peerages, ſhould however remain intite 
n the Heir of ſuch an Officer. There are Officers in the Houſehold who 
in Conſequence of their Employments, can claim the Honour of Knight- 
ood, and though that is a perſonal Order which is extinguiſhed by Death, 
yet the eldeſt Sons of them as of all other Knights are allowed to be Eſquires, 
being the immediate State inferior to Knighod, and let us enquire whar 
nconveniencies would happen, if the like Pretenſions were allowed to 
he Deſcendants of Eſquires by Office, if they ſhould claim the State of 
entry: For it is a Rule that all Deciſions touching the States of Perſons 
hould be on the moſt favourable Side. 
It is certain, that when any Perſon ſhall be diſmiſſed from an Office, 

or dies, all the 9 Enſigns appropriated to that Office muſt of Courſe de- 
dend to the Succeſſor, together with all the ” Privileges and Immunities 
annexed to that Office: But the Succeſſor cannot be affected with any 
Diſadvantage, if his Predeceſſor after his Removal ſhould preſerve the 
itle of Gentleman, or by his Death ſhould cranſmir that Character to 
is Poſterity, which ſeems to be rather for his Intereſt, if he himſelf had 
ot the Felicity of che native Qualification of a Gentleman. 
It will be found very difficult to give a full Definition, or a preciſe 
dea of the States of Perſons. A Gentleman, according to Mr. / Selden, 
denotes one © Thar either from the Blood of his Anceſtors, or the Fa- 
© your of his Sovereign, or from his own Vertue, Employment, or 
© otherwiſe, according to the Laws and Cuſtoms of Honour in his Coun- 
© try is ennobled, made Gentile, or fo raiſed ro Eminency above the 
Multitude, perpetually inherent in his Perſon.” The firſt Branch here is a 
Deduction from the Blood of Anceſtors, and after the Enumeration of the 
everal Kinds and Methods whereby it is acquired, it is added perpetually in- 
erent in his Perſon: Hence it may be preſumed it would not contradict Mr.

By our old Laws the Blood of a * Villain was ennobled by the con- 
ferring the Order of Knighthood on him, who was thereby actually 
manumitted: But then it muſt be owned, that it hath been determined 
by the fame Laws, that Knighthood is a Dignity and Parcel of the Name, 
whereas the Titles of Eſquires and Gentlemen are only Names of Wor- 
ſoip: But no Reaſons at preſent occur, which tend to diſable theſe latter 
from conveying down this Worſhip to their Deſcendants, that would not 
be equally applicable to any ſuperior Titles, which confeſſedly tranſinit a 
Succeſſion in their Dignities. 

One ſhould be apt to gueſs, that our Laws allow Gentry to be affixed to 
the Blood, becauſe it hath been adjudged, that an Apprenticeſhip to a Trade

ace of Gentile Anceſtors marries a Yeoman, yet ſhe being one with her 
usband, muſt follow his Condition, and if ſhe ſhould ſurvive him, 
annot reſume her native Gentility during her Widowhood, And upon 
is Foundation it might be, that the * Widows of Heralds have been 
mitted to retain the Titles of their Husbands, which were perſonal

It may then be proper to enquire, whether Gentry be not a * true and

« of Officers, none of them pals to their Children, except the Nobility 
* which Offices may give; for Nobility is principally granted for the

© quired, or even before the Admiſſion to the Office are made Noble, 
« as well as thoſe born afterwards.” 
Let us now enquire into the Reaſons why Purſivants had not this Privi- 
lege of the Collar, or the Title of Eſquires attributed ro them, though 
ey were Servants in the Royal Houſchold. Upton upon the Queſtion, 
what are thoſe Offices which have Nobility annexed to them? Gives this 
true © Reſolution, that they are ſuch Offices as are reputed to convey that 
Right in the Community, where that Enquiry ſhall be made; and as to 
he Caſe before us, he writes that Purſivants are not noble; and again 
t though they might be Knights, and wear Velvet and Cloth of Gold, 
yet they were not / noble. It is true however, that in another Place he 
poſitively faith, that neither Heralds nor their £ Purſivants were Noble; but 
e takes Care to aſſign the Reaſon why they were not Noble in that 
particular Senſe wherein he there uſes that Word, becauſe by their Offi- 
es they were obliged to execute. all Requeſts made to them, though it 
was even by an Enemy; but if publick Duties derogated from Gentility, 
molt of the greateſt Officers as well of State, as in the Adminiſtration of Ju- 
ſtice muſt fall under the ſame Circumſtances. But though the Purſivants 
vere admitted into the Royal Houſehold, yet they were entertained there 
at the“ Table of the Yallets, and upon this Account it might be, that 
olme while he was a Purſivant and the King's Servant, had the Title of 
Teoman given him by Way of Addition in a Record, which was no Mark of 
Diſparagement in the Signification it was then uſed to the Servants within 
the Royal Houſehold.

Beſides a ee were only Candidates, Probationers, and Novices, and 
might renounce that School, and therefore mig not be admitred to ſuch 
Diſtinctions which were reſerved to grace thoſe who were (if it may be ſo 
termed) Profeſſed, and thereby compleat Officers. It is true, there was 
in the Reigns of Hen. VI and of Hen. VII a Purſivant denominated collar; 
but it is not reaſonable to be preſumed, that he had that Appellation gi- 
ven him, becauſe he wore any Collar like to the Heralds, which muſt 
have differenced him from all the other Purſivants; but that this Title 
was impoſed upon him with Reſpect only to the Name of the Badge or 
Deviſe of the Crown, in a Method not unlike to the Stiles of ſeveral

and of three of the Purſivants ſtill ſubſiſting; though indeed the Collector 
believes, that formerly theſe Purſivants on or Eſcutcheons (fixed to their 
left Shoulders) might bear the Impreſſions of the Badges, from whence their 
Denominations were taken, becauſe Upron in the Verſes formerly quoted, 
alls the Eſcutcheon upon the Herald's Breaſt * Fons titulorum, the Original 
or Reaſon of his Title or Name: Now the wearing of an Eſcutcheon thus 
-nſigned with a Collar, might as well give that Title to this particular 
Servant of the Crown, as that Manlius ſhould procure to his Family the 
Surname of Torquatus for plucking a Collar from a Champion. 

We find the Heralds petitioning for their Livery Clothing like to other 
Gentlemen, and like the“ Eſquires in the King's Court, which was there- 
fore called de Sefta aliorum Scutiferorum ipfius Domini Regis; the Offices of 
the Kings of Arms and Heralds being Dignities, there was no Occaſion 
of any other Additions to aſcertain and diſtinguiſh their Perſons, though 
ſometimes we meet with theſe Titles of Eſquires and Gentlemen attributed 
to them ? indiſcriminately; for in legal Proceedings it was no ? Miſnoſ- 
mer to ſtile an Eſquire only Gentleman, or to name a Gentleman by the 

itle of an Eſquire, though according to the ſtrict Rules, there was, (as 
t hath been intimated) a Diſtinction between them. 

But it is high Time to return to the Form of theſe Collars thus de- 
livered to theſe Officers. Mr. A/amole ” deſcribes them in the following

It hath been alſo © obſerved that ſome Authors have remarked, that He- 
alds in Time of War ſhould wear Boots, and Buskins in Time of Peace, 
yhich brings us to the Conſideration of their Spurs. Herein a Dutch Au- 
thor following Gerard Leigh lays down a Rule, that the Purſivant when 
e rides mult wear / black Spurs, and informs us, that the Heralds in

Thus the Editor hath collected ſeveral Fragments with Deſign to ex- 
plain the true Signification of all the Terms in the Title of Garter, and 
endeavoured to eule the Date of his Inſtitution, to deduce the Line of 
his Succeſſion, and to deſctibe the ſeveral Habits and Enſigns belonging to 
him, and he ſhould have readily proceeded to publiſh a Commentary upon 
his Rights declared by the Conſtitutions in 14 Hen. VIII, and ſuch other 
Privileges, as have been enjoyed by him from the Time of his Erection, 
and upon each Article would have likewiſe ſhewed the correſponding Pra- 
ctice in foreign Realms; if he could have induced himſelf to believe, 
that ſuch a Diſcourſe might have proved acceptable to the Reader. 

It is indeed eſteemed a ridiculous Vanity, when Families reduced to 
ſlender Circumſtances in their Fortunes, make Oſtentation of the Anti- 
quity of their Race, with the Atchievements and Rights of their Anceſ- 
tors; and poſſibly at firſt Sight it might have been thought no leſs abſurd, 
that Officers of Arms in their declining State, ſhould pretend to trouble the 
Publick with tedious hiſtorical Details concerning the Rights of their Pre- 
deceſſors, intermixed with Narratives of the Veneration e Tag paid to 
their Perſons and Characters; Bur ſuch an Imputation of Vanity cannot 
juſtly be laid on any of them, who only aſſert the Rights, and vindi- 
cate the Properties legally veſted in them. It is not to be denied, that 
the Society of Heralds for a long Time hath been ſinking in its former 


impaired in its Reputation by 
Age, when even Religion it ſelf appears ſo to do in the Opinion of weak 
and wicked Men. The Publiſher could have eaſily aſſigned ſeveral Inci- 


dents, which have and till do concur towards the Decay of this Profeſ- 
ſion, (if he had any Inclination to ſearch into Diſtempers, which he is un- 
able to remedy :) He faith Incidents, becauſe in his humble Opinion no 
olerable Reaſons can be aſſigned, why the Heralds, if they are endowed

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minution in their Characters; for notwithſtanding ſeveral Branches for- 
merly within the Sphere of their Profeſſions, have in Tract of Time grown 
obſolete, by the Change of Cuſtoms, the Manner of Education, the Va- 
riety of Tempers, oy Diſpoſitions of Men in different Ages, and by the 


diſtinct Methods with Regard to the Intercoutſes between Nations; yer there 


are ſeveral Articles confeſſedly ſtill within the Compaſs of their Faculties, 
and under their niſance at this Time, (though their Power hath been 
ſenſibly leſſened in the Execution of them) wherein they are now as uſe- 
ful to the Common - Wealth in all ſuch Reſpects, as they could be in for- 
mer Ages. 

It may not be foreign however to give Inſtances of ſome Particulars 
which are totally diſcontinued: Solemn Defiances and Denunciations of 
War made to Princes in Perſon are wholly antiquated, (though the empty 
Shadow is practiſed by Proclamations of War at Home,) which the re- 
nowned Founder of our Order, while he was * Vicar of the Empire, 
thought ſo conſiſtent with the Rules of natural Reaſon, E and the 
Niceties of Honour, that according to his Magnanimity he reinforced the 
Obſervation of ſuch Indictions before any * Acts · of Hoſtility were com- 
mitted. This his Decree doth not indeed ſpecify that theſe Defiances ſhould 
be made by Heralds, though ſome of that Order were * preſent at the 
making of it, and in Truth the © Biſhop of Lincoln was then ſent to the 
King of France with Defiances drawn up in Writing, bur the very next 
Year, Gueldres Herald was diſpatched to that King to 3 the Time and 
Place of Battle; however it bon became an univerſal Practice to employ 
Heralds ſolely to execute all ſuch Defiances : No Officers of Arms now at- 
tend in military Expeditions, wherein they formerly tranſacted all Matters of 
Intercourſe between the Armies, which it would be too large to rehearſe; 
neither are they now ſent in Embaſſies or Meſſages, or even permitted to wait 
upon Embaſſadors in Times of Peace; Tilts, Turnaments, and other mar- 
tial Exerciſes of that Nature have been diſcontinued; and the Reſpect for 
their Characters may now be at ſo low an Ebb, that poſſibly, if Heralds in 
this Age ſhould preſume to reprehend Perſons in exalted Stations for * vitious

Thus when the Lord Drummond of Scotland ſtruck 
the Lyon King of Arms during the Sitting of Parliament in 1 5 1 5, his Pa- 
trimony and Goods were adjudged to be/ confiſcated, and it was with great 
Difficulty that his Life and Honour was out of Favour indulged to . + 
ſince the Occaſion of this his Impetuoſity and Violence was, becauſe this | 
Officer had £ admoniſhed him to relinquiſh his Follies. We ought without 
Doubt to continue a pious Contention with Antiquity in Matters, which 
concern Vertue and Arts, and ſhould not out of a Spirit of mere Novel 
ſink or ſlight any of their Inſtitutions, founded on clear Reaſons, for the 
Service of the Publick, which will always have their Weight with Men of 
impartial and unprejudiced Minds. Bur let us deſcend to Subjects, which 
are ſtill allowed to be within the Verge and juriſdiction of this Society, and 
enquire, whether the Knowledge of them is not as beneficial to the State in 
the preſent, as it was in former Ages? Are we now ſo knowing in the cri- 
tical Proprieties of Ceremonies relating to ſplendid Solemnities, that the 
Oeconomy of them may be left arbitrary? Should every Perſon walk in 
Proceſſions according to his own Scheme and Model, and is there no Occa- 
ſion for the Diſcretion of thoſe, who by their Experience will direct an uni- 
form Rule, conſonant to the Precedents of former Times, anſwerable to 
the Cuſtoms of foreign Countries, and adapted to the Occaſions, wherein 
for the Sake of Decency and Order ſome particular Rites by an univerſal 
Conſent have been appropriated ?

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nity ſhould not be confounded in civil Life; that to keep up the Subor- 


dination neceſſary in Government the ceremonious Reſpects due to diffe- 
rent Orders, ſhould be known and practiſed ; that Plebeians and Mecha- 
nicks ſhould not be permitted with Impunity to arrogate an Equality with 
antient Families in all their Privileges, or to aſſume their Arms; that ſuch 
hereditary Marks of Honour are proper Rewards of Vertue, and a Tri- 
bute due to meritorious Actions; that the Knowledge of the Antiquity, 
Nobility, and Genealogies of illuſtrious Families, and the Preſervation of 
their Pedigrees in the direct and collateral Lines, will always be ſerviceable 
towards aſſerting the Truth of Hiſtory, and Chronology ; and that with 


Reſpect not only to the paſt, but to the preſent, and future Ages, and is like- 


wiſe abſolutely neceſſary to determine the legal Rights and Pretenſions, both 


of Princes, and of private Perſons; that decent Funerals in all Caſes, (and in 


ſome Caſes pompous Funerals) are Homages due to the Memory of the 
Dead, and proper to incite the Attendants to a lively Senſe and Emulation 
of their heroick Vertues : Certainly it will not be alledged, that all Perſons 
are indiſcriminately entituled to have the ſame Honours paid to them in 
their Funerals, for even the Directory it ſelf allowed Eſcutcheons and other 


Diſtinctions ſuitable to the Condition of the deceas'd ; and when Tubero 


celebrated the Funeral of his Uncle Scipio Africanus with earthen Pots and 
Goats Skins, the Romans depoſed him from the Prætorſhip; for theſe brave 
and wiſe People, however famous for their Temperance and Frugality, 
yer delighted in publick and national Magnificence, though they deteſted 
private Luxury. It would be tedious to go through the Circle of the 
Duties ſtill incumbent on the Heralds ; but if there had been no other than 
theſe Articles within the Purview of their Faculties, yer the Prudence and 
Circumſpection of Antiquity had been viſible in appointing ſelect and ſe- 
parate Perſons, endowed with Probity of Manners and liberal Educations, 
to be Guardians of theſe ſeveral Rites, who beſides the Meaſure of Reaſon 
common to them with other Perſons, mult by their addicting themſelves pe- 
culiarly to theſe Studies be capacitated ro be more competent Judges 3 and 
if in theſe or any other Inſtances, theſe Officers can be made as ſervice- 


able to the Publick at this Time, as in former Centuries, it follows, that 


they ſeem in Juſtice to be entituled to the like Returns of Advantage with 
their Predeceſſors; for it is not reaſonable to believe any Perſons ſhould 


undergo the Fatigue of acquiring Qualifications, which are not attended 


with any Motive of Wealth, Intereſt, Credit or Reſpect. But in Caſe the 
whole Society be uſeleſs to the Publick, or the Officers in it are too many, 
it could be no diſcommendable 3 84 as Vacancies ſhall happen in 


the preſent Frecholds, to ſink the whole Fraternity, or to reduce the Num- 


ber. This Diſcourſe which hath been too prolix, ſhall be coucluded with 
a Paſſage from the Roman Hiſtory (as it is recited by Le Feron in his Trea- 
riſe concerning the Inſtitution of Kings and Heralds of Arms) touching the 


Queſtion, whether the Intention of the Senate to undertake a War being no- 


tified to the Garriſons of the Enemy in the Frontiers was a ſufficient Decla- 
ration of War, without a formal Indiction of it by the Fecials, in which De- 
bate that celebrated Conſul and General Paulus Emilius expreſſed a true Roman 
Spirit in the following Words, which are of that Strength, that it is difficult to

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render them properly in Engliſb, or perhaps in any other Language. Pultis 
ergo hic omnia pollui, & confundi, folli fecialia jura, nullos eſſe feciales ? Fat, 
ace Deum dixerim, jattura religionis, oblivio Deorum capiat corda veſtra. 
Would you then by the Authority of the Senate have all Things without 
Diſtinction violated and prophaned, and ſhall the Function and very 
Name of the Fecials be wholly abrogated ? If this be your Intention, and 
I may ſpeak it without Impiety, let there be an End of Religion it (elf, 
and from this Time let all che Characters of it be diſcharged out of 
your Minds.
